This  book  has  been  written,  to  some  extent,  on  the  Imes  of 
"Costs  m  the  High  Court  of  Justice  and  other  Courts,"  by 
the  late  Mr.  John  Scott,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  the  copyright 
of  which  has  been  placed  at  my  disposal  by  the  Publishers, 
and  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  me  in  compiling  this 
volume. 

The  Publishers  have  also  permitted  me  to  make  use  of 
Messrs.  Morgan  and  Wurtzburg's  able  and  elaborate  work 
on  "  Costs  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of 
Justice,"  and  a  few  of  the  Bills  of  Costs  have  been  taken 
from  it  with  some  necessary  alterations. 

The  greater  number  of  the  Bills  of  Costs  in  the  High  Court 
of  Justice  have  been  prepared  from  recently  taxed  bills. 

The  rules  as  to  costs  and  the  orders  as  to  fees  m  the  various 
divisions  have  been  carefully  selected  and  inserted  in  order 
to  save  the  person  making  out  a  Bill  of  Costs  the  trouble  and 
necessity  of  reference  to  other  books.  I  am  much  indebted  to 
the  above-mentioned  authors,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
tendering  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  many  friends  who  have 
lent  me  Bills  of  Costs. 

The  portion  of  this  book  relating  to  County  Court  Costs  has 
been  prepared  by  Mr.  T.  Kemmis  Bros,  and  in  thanking  him 
for  his  great  assistance,  I  feel  bound  to  say  that  his  experience 
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of  many  years  as  Registrar  of  the  Southwark  County  Court 
will  have  done  much  to  render  this  part  of  the  book  a  valuable 
authority  as  to  costs  in  the  County  Courts. 

I  can  hardly  expect  that  in  a  work  of  this  kind  mistakes 
have  not  occurred  in  spite  of  great  care,  l)ut  it  is  my  hope  that 
if  any  are  found  they  will  be  pointed  out  to  me,  and  I  shall 
endeavour  to  rectify  them  and  generally  improve  the  work 
should  another  edition  be  required. 

I  need  only  add  that  my  father,  Master  Johnson,  has  super- 
vised the  whole  work  ;  and  while  my  thanks  are  due  to  him  for 
the  very  valuable  assistance  he  has  ungrudgingly  given  me,  I 
feel  sure  that  his  practical  knowledge  in  taxing  costs,  gained 
through  a  long  experience  as  a  Master  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
will  commend  the  book  to  that  branch  of  the  profession  for 
whom  it  has  been  compiled.

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INTRODUCTORY. 


The  third  section  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Act,  1890, 
enacts  that,  subject  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Acts  and 
the  Rules  of  Court  made  thereunder,  and  to  the  express  provisions  of 
any  statute,  whether  passed  before  or  after  the  commencement  of 
that  Act,  the  costs  of  and  incident  to  all  proceedings  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  including  the  administration  of  estates  and  trusts,  shall  be  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Court  or  Judge,  and  the  Court  or  Judge  shall 
have  full  power  to  determine  by  whom  and  to  what  extent  such  costs 
are  to  be  paid. 

By  Order  G5,  Rule  1,  of  the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court,  1883, 
the  costs  of  and  incident  to  all  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
including  the  administration  of  estates  and  trusts,  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court  or  Judge  :  "  provided  that  nothing  therein 
contained  shall  deprive  an  executor,  administrator,  trustee,  or  mort- 
gagee who  has  not  unreasonably  instituted  or  carried  on  or  resisted 
any  proceedings,  of  any  right  to  costs  out  of  a  particular  estate  or 
fund  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  according  to  the  rules  hitherto 
acted  upon  in  the  Cfciancery  Division  ;  provided  also  that,  where  any 
action,  cause,  matter,  or  issue  is  tried  with  a  jury,  the  costs  shall 
follow  the  event,  unless  the  Judge  by  whom  such  action,  cause, 
matter,  or  issue  is  tried,  or  the  Court  shall,  for  good  cause,  other- 
wise order." 

From  the  statute  and  rule  above  recited,  it  appears  that  the  costs 
of  all  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court,  subject  to  the  express  pro- 
visions of  any  statute  and  the  right  of  executors  and  others,  under 
the  rules  previously  acted  upon  in  the  Chancery  Division,  are  either 
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in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  or  Judt^'e,  or  follow  the  event  if  tried 
^Yith  a  jury,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  Judu'e  or  Court,  for  u-ood 
cause  otherwise  to  order. 

The  meaning  and  effect  of  the  words  "  discretion  of  the  Court  or 
Judge,"  "  follow  the  event,"  and  "  unless  the  Judge  for  good  cause 
otherwise  order  "  have  all  been  the  subject  of  controversy  and 
judicial  decision. 

The  word  discretion  used  in  the  statute  and  rule  is  to  be  under- 
stood, in  a  judicial  sense,  "  where  a  plaintiff  comes  to  enforce  a  legal 
right,  and  there  has  been  no  misconduct  on  his  part — no  omission  or 
neglect  which  would  induce  the  Court  to  deprive  him  of  his  costs, 
the  Court  has  no  discretion,  and  cannot  deprive  him  of  his  costs" 
(by  Sir  (leorge  Jessel,  ]\I.R.,  Cooper  v.  WJiittimjham,  C.  1).  15, 
p.   oO-f). 

It  is  not,  however,  necessary  to  show  actual  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff  to  deprive  him  of  costs  and  to  award  costs  to 
the  defendant  in  lieu,  if  the  circumstances  of  the  case  show  that 
such  a  course  is  fair  and  reasonable  {Forsfcr  v.  Farquliar  (1893),  1 
Q.  B.  5G4). 

In  an  action  of  ejectment  in  which  the  plaintiff  claimed  several 
parcels  of  land,  as  to  some  of  which  he  was  successful  and  as  to 
others  failed,  the  Judge,  at  the  trial,  ordered  each  party  to  pay  his 
own  costs  instead  of  ordering  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  the 
jDortion  of  the  land  as  to  which  he  was  successful,  with  costs,  and 
judgment  for  the  defendant  as  to  the  residue  with  costs.  The.  latter 
judgment  would  have  entitled  the  plaintiff  to  the  costs  of  the  cause, 
including  the  costs  of  proving  his  title  to  the  land  as  to  which  he 
succeeded,  and  the  defendant  only  to  the  costs  occasioned  by  the 
plaintiff's  having  claimed  moi-e  than  he  was  able  to  prove  his  title  to. 
This  order  was  set  aside  by  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  the  ground  that 
such  was  not  an  exercise  of  discretion  in  its  legal  sense,  and  the 
Court  of  Appeal  expressed  its  approval  of  the  judgment  of  Sir 
George  Jes?el  in  Cooper  v.  WhiHingham  {Jones  v.  Curling,  13 
Q.  B.  I).  (C.  A.)  202). 
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Where  any  action  or  matter  is  tried  with  a  jury,  the  costs  "  shall 
follow  the  event  "  unless  the  JucJo-e  by  whom  such  action,  matter,  or 
issue  is  tried,  or  the  Court  shall,  for  good  cause,  otherwise  order. 
The  meaning  of  the  words  "shall  follow  the  event"  has  been  decided 
by  the  House  of  Lords  in  Gcmiett  v.  Bradley  (3  Appeal  Cases,  944). 
In  that  case,  which  was  an  action  for  slander,  in  which  the  plaintiff 
obtained  a  verdict  for  less  than  4U.s.  damages,  the  House  of  Lords 
held  (overruling  the  Court  of  Appeal)  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled 
to  costs  notwithstanding  the  statute  (21  Jac.  1,  c.  IG),  which  enacted 
that  the  plaintiff  should  have  no  costs  unless  he  obtained  a  verdict 
for  40.S.  or  more,  on  the  ground  that  the  Judicature  Acts  and  Pailes 
impliedly  repeal  all  statutes  which  are  inconsistent  with  them.  This 
decision,  however,  was  before  the  Judicature  Act  of  1890,  which 
preserves  the  express  provisions  of  any  prior  or  subsequent  statute. 
"it  has  been  decided  that  the  Judicature  Acts  and  Rules  do  not 
overrule  statutes  directing  special  costs  in  particular  cases,  such 
as  actions  for  infringement  of  copyright  under  the  5  &  G  Yict. 
c.  97,  by  which  the  plaintiff,  if  successful,  is  entitled  to  a  full  and 
reasonable  indemnity  as  to  costs  {Reeve  v.  Gihson  (1891),  1  Q.  B. 
p.  GGO)  ;  or,  to  cases  in  which  the  plaintiff  is  by  statute  entitled 
to  double  costs  or  their  substitute  of  "  full  costs,  charges,  and 
expenses"  under  the  5  &  G  Yict.  c.  97  {Easier  v.  Wood,  54 
L.  J.  Q.  B.  419). 

The  power  of  the  Judge  "  for  good  cause  "  to  deprive  the  plaintiff 
of  costs,  though  he  has  obtained  a  verdict,  extends  to  ordering  him 
to  pay  the  defendant's  costs  {Harris  v.  Petlierkl;  4  Q.  B.  D.  Gil 
(C.  A.).     See  also  2Iyers  v.  Financial  JVeics,  5  Times  E.  42. 

Order  G5,  Rule  1,  further  provides  that  nothing  therein  contained 
shall  deprive  an  executor,  administrator,  trustee,  or  mortgagee,  who  has 
not  unreasonably  instituted  or  carried  on,  or  resisted  any  proceedings, 
of  any  right  to  costs  out  of  a  particular  estate  or  fund  to  which  he 
Avould  be  entitled  according  to  the  rules  hitherto  acted  upon  in  the 
Chancery  Division.  Under  this  rule  the  Chancery  Division  still  has 
power  to  order  payment  of  costs  as  between  solicitor  and  client  in 
matters  of  equitable  jurisdiction  {Andrews  v.  Barnes,  39  C.  D.  133). 
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In  the  absence  of  a  statutory  right  to  costs  as  between  solicitor  and 
client,  the  costs  awarded  to  a  successful  party  (with  the  above  excep- 
tion) are  party  and  party  costs.  The  Public  Authorities  Protection 
Act,  1893  (,")()  &  57  Vict.  c.  61)  enacts  that  where  any  action,  prose- 
cution, or  other  proceeding  is  commenced  against  any  person  for  any 
act  done  in  pursuance  or  execution  of,  or  intended  execution  of  any 
Act  of  Parliament,  or  any  public  duty  or  autliority,  or  in  respect  of 
any  alleged  neglect  or  default  in  the  execution  of  such  act,  duty,  or 
authority,  if  in  any  such  action,  &c.,  a  judgment  is  obtained  by  the 
defendant,  it  shall  carry  costs  to  be  taxed  as  between  solicitor  and 
client. 

Costs  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  by  Order  ('>'),  Rule  1,  are  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court,  but  by  the  practice  of  the  Court  they  follow 
the  event  of  the  appeal,  and  a  successful  appellant  has  the  costs  in  the 
Court  of  Appeal  as  well  as  the  costs  below,  unless  under  some  unusual 
circumstances  {Olivant  v.  Wright,  45  L.  J.  C.  D.  1). 

As  to  counterclaims,  where  the  plaintiff  is  successful  on  his  claim, 
and  the  defendant  on  his  counterclaim,  the  principle  on  which  the 
costs  are  taxed  is,  as  far  as  possible,  as  though  there  were  two 
actions,  in  one  of  which  the  plaintiff,  and  in  the  other  the  defendant, 
succeeds.  The  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  the  costs  appHcable  to  his  claim, 
and  the  defendant  to  those  applicable  to  his  counterclaim,  each  of 
them  being  entitled  to  half  of  the  costs  of  proceedings  applying  to  both 
claim  and  counterclaim  ;  the  defendant's  costs  commencing  with 
instructions  for  defence  and  counterclaim.  A  mere  matter  of  set-off, 
which  is  strictly  not  counterclaim,  in  which  the  defendant  is  successful, 
is  not  within  the  principle,  though  pleaded  as  a  matter  of  counterclaim 
(Shrajmd  v.  Laing,  20  Q.  B.  D.  ?>U). 

The  fees  solicitors  are  entitled  to  charge,  as  set  out  in  Appendix  N., 
are  substantially  the  same  in  all  the  divisions  of  the  High  Court, 
except  as  to  summonses  and  orders.  As  to  these,  in  consequence  of 
the  very  complicated  provisions  which  have  to  be  made  in  some  of 
the  orders  drawn  up  in  the  Chancery  Division,  a  corresponding  increase 
of  charge  is  provided  for  by  the  rules  and  appendix. 

AVith  regard  to  actions  in  the  High  Court  which  might  have  been 
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commenced  in  the  County  Court,  the  llGth  section  of  the  County 
Courts  Act,  1888,  provides  that  : — 

"1.  If  in  an  action  founded  on  contract  the  plaintiff  shall  recover  \ 
a  sum  less  than  twenty  pounds,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  costs 
of  the  action,  and  if  he  shall  recover  a  sum  of  twenty  pounds  or 
upwards,  but  less  than  fifty  pounds,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
more  costs  than  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  if  the  action  had 
been  brought  in  a  County  Court  ;  and 

"  2.  If  in  an  action  founded  on  tort  the  plaintiff  shall  recover  a 
sum  less  than  ten  pounds,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  costs  of  the 
action  ;  and,  if  he  shall  recover  a  sum  of  ten  pounds  or  upwards,  but 
less  than  twenty  pounds,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  more  costs 
than  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  if  the  action  had  been  brought 
in  a  County  Court ;  unless  in  any  such  action,  w^hether  founded  on 
contract  or  on  tort,  a  Judge  of  the  High  Court  certifies  that  there 
was  sufficient  reason  for  bringing  the  action  in  that  Court,  or  unless 
the  High  Court  or  a  Judge  thereof  at  Chambers  shall  by  order  allow 
costs.  Provided  that,  if  in  any  action  founded  on  contract  the 
plaintiff  shall  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  service  of  the  writ,  or 
within  such  further  time  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  High  Court 
or  a  Judge  thereof,  obtain  an  order  under  Order  U  of  the  Rules 
of  the  Supreme  Court  empowering  him  to  enter  judgment  for  a  sum 
of  twenty  pounds  or  upwards,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  costs  according 
to  the  scale  for  the  time  being  in  use  in  the  Supreme  Court." 

The  first  portion  of  the  above  enactment  as  to  the  fifty  pounds 
limit  is  similar  to  Order  G5,  Rule  12,  which  was  in  force  previously 
to  the  passing  of  the  County  Courts  Act,  1888,  except  that  the  words 
in  the  rule  are  "  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  "  instead  of,  as  in  the 
statute,  "less  than  fifty  pounds"  (see  note  to  Order  G5,  Rule  12, 
page  12),  But  the  discretionary  power  in  Clause  2  enables  the  Court 
or  a  Judge  in  Chambers  to  allow  costs  on  the  High  Court  scale,  or 
on  the  County  Court  scale,  in  all  actions  in  the  Queen's"  Bench 
Division,  which  the  result  shows  might  have  been  brought  in  a 
County  Court  {Keaves  v,  Sjjooner,  C.  A.,  L,  T,  58,  p.  10-1), 
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Conveyancing  costs  are  now  taxed  accordint:-  to  the  rules  made 
under  the  Solicitors  Remuneration  Act,  1881,  which  was  passed 
at  the  same  time  as  the  Conveyancing  Act,  1881,  to  compensate 
solicitors  for  the  brevity  of  the  form  of  deeds  caused  by  the  latter 
Act.  As  far  as  concerns  purchases,  mortgages,  and  leases,  this  is  by 
a  percentage,  unless  the  solicitor  give  notice  to  the  client  before 
entering  on  the  business  that  he  will  not  be  bound  by  the  scale,  and 
as  to  other  conveyancing  bills  of  costs  on  an  increased  scale  of 
charges,  which  applies  also  to  costs  of  purchases,  mortgages,  and 
leases,  where  such  notice  is  given. 

The  scales  of  charges  and  percentage  remuneration  are  set  out  at 
pp.  80.-)— 872. 

The  Solicitors  Remuneration  Act  authorised  the  making  of  a  new 
scale  of  costs  in  non-contentious  business  generally,  but  as  no  such 
scale  has  been  made  except  as  to  conveyancing  matters,  the  charges 
solicitors  are  entitled  to  in  non-contentious  matters,  not  being 
conveyancing  business,  remain  as  they  were  before  the  Solicitors 
Remuneration  Act  {Stanford  \.  Roberts,  2(;  C.  D.  155). 


Since  going  to  press,  by  Order  of  22nd  January,  1897,  No.  145  of 
the  Supreme  Court  Fees  (Admiralty)  (p.  49)  has  been  abolished. 


COSTS  IN  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 


I.  RULES  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT  AS  TO  COSTS. 


Prolix  Form  of  Writ. 


Order  2,  Rule  2.  Any  costs  occasioned  by  the  use  of  any  forms 
of  writs,  and  of  indorsements  thereon,  other  or  more  prolix  than  the 
forms  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  be  borne  by  the  party  using  the 
same,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct. 


Taxation  of  Costs  claimed  on  Writ, 

Order  3,  Rule  7.  Wherever  the  plaintiff's  claim  is  for  a  debt  or 
hquidated  demand  only,  the  indorsement,  besides  stating  the  nature 
of  the  claim,  shall  state  the  amount  claimed  for  debt,  or  in  respect  of 
such  demand,  and  for  costs  respectively,  and  shall  further  state,  that 
upon  payment  thereof  within  four  days  after  service,  or  in  case  of  a 
writ  not  for  service  within  the  jurisdiction  Avithin  the  time  allowed 
for  appearance,  further  proceedings  will  be  stayed.  Such  statement 
shall  be  in  the  Form  in  Appendix  A,  Part  III.,  sect.  3,  The 
defendant  may,  notwithstanding  such  payment,  have  the  costs  taxed, 
and  if  more  than  one-sixth  shall  be  disallowed,  the  plaintiff's  solicitor 
shall  pay  the  costs  of  taxation. 

{For  the  amount  to  indorse  for  Costs,  see  p.  250.) 


Costs  of  Action  in  Default  of  Appearance. 

Order  13,  Rule  3.  Where  the  writ  of  summons  is  indorsed  for  a 
liquidated  demand,  whether  specially  or  otherwise,  and  the  defendant 
fails,  or  all  the  defendants,  if  more  than  one,  fail  to  appear  thereto, 
the  plaintiff  may  enter  final  judgment  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  the 
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sum  indorsed  on  the  writ,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  specified 
(if  any),  or  (if  no  rate  be  specified)  at  tlie  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per 
annum,  to  the  date  of  the  judgment,  and  costs. 

(For  the  Costs  under  this  Ride,  see  "  Fixed  Costs,"  p.  249.) 

Improper  Application  for  Judgment  under  Order  14. 

Order  ]4,  Rule  9.  (a)  The  costs  of  and  incidental  to  all  appli- 
cations under  this  Order  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  Judp^e  on  the 
hearing  of  the  application,  who  shall  order  by  and  to  whom,  and 
when  the  same  shall  be  paid,  or  may  refer  them  to  the  Judge  at  the 
trial.  Provided  that  in  case  no  trial  afterwards  takes  place,  or  no 
order  as  to  costs  is  made,  the  costs  are  to  be  costs  in  the  cause. 

(b)  If  the  plaintiff  makes  an  application  under  this  Order  where 
the  case  is  not  within  the  Order,  or  when  the  plaintiff,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Judge,  knew  that  the  defendant  relied  on  a  contention  which 
would  entitle  him  to  unconditional  leave  to  defend,  in  any  of  such 
cases  the  application  shall  be  dismissed  with  costs  to  be  paid  forthwith 
by  the  plaintitf. 

Defendant's  Costs  "where  Persons  improperly  joined 
AS  Plaintiffs. 

Order  16,  Rule  1.  All  persons  may  be  joined  as  plaintiffs  in 
whom  the  right  to  any  relief  claimed  is  alleged  to  exist,  whether 
jointly,  severally,  or  in  the  alternative.  And  judgment  may  be  given 
for  such  one  or  more  of  the  plaintiffs  as  may  be  found  to  be  entitled 
to  relief,  for  such  relief  as  he  or  they  may  be  entitled  to,  without 
any  amendment.  But  the  defendant,  though  unsuccessful,  shall  be 
entitled  to  his  costs  occasioned  by  so  joining  any  person  who  shall 
not  be  found  entitled  to  relief,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  in  dispos- 
ing of  the  costs  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Pauper  Costs. 

Rule  25.  A  person  admitted  to  sue  or  defend  as  a  pauper  shall 
not  be  liable  to  any  Court  fee. 

Rule  27.  Whilst  a  person  sues  or  defends  as  a  pauper  no  person 
shall  tjike,  or  agree  to  take,  or  seek  to  obtain  from  him  any  fee, 
profit,  or  reward  for  the  conduct  of  his  business  in  the  Court,  and 
any  person  who  takes,  or  agrees  to  take,  or  seeks  to  obtain  any  such 
fee,  ])rofit,  or  reward  shall  be  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  Court. 

Rule  ai.  Costs  ordered  to  be  paid  to  a  person  admitted  to  sue  or 
defend  as  a  pauper  shall,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise 
direct,  be  taxed  as  in  other  cases. 

Conduct  of  Action. 

Rule  39.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may  require  any  person  to  be 
made  a  party  to  any  action  or  proceeding,  and  may  give  the  conduct 
of  the  action  or  proceeding  to  such  person  as  he  may  think  fit,  and 
may  make  such  order  in  any  particular  case  as  he  may  think  just  for 
placing  the  defendant  on  the  record  on  the  same  footing  in  regard  to 
costs  as  other  parties  having  a  common  interest  with  him  in  the 
matters  in  question. 
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Third  Party  Costs. 

EuLE  54.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may  decide  all  questions  of  costs, 
as  between  a  third  party  and  the  other  parties  to  the  action,  and  may 
order  any  one  or  more  to  pay  the  costs  of  any  other,  or  others,  or 
give  such  direction  as  to  costs  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may  require. 

Prolix  Pleadings. 

Order  19,  Rule  2.  The  plaintiff  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Order  20,  and  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  therein  pre- 
scribed, deliver  to  the  defendant  a  statement  of  his  claim,  and  of  the 
relief  or  remedy  to  which  he  claims  to  be  entitled.  The  defendant 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Order  21,  and  at  such  time 
and  in  such  manner  as  therein  prescribed,  deliver  to  the  plaintiff  his 
defence,  set-off,  or  counter-claim  (if  any),  and  the  plaintiff  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Order  23,  and  at  such  time  and  in 
such  manner  as  therein  prescribed,  deliver  his  reply  (if  any)  to  such 
defence,  set-oflP,  or  counter-claim.  Such  statement  shall  be  as  brief 
as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  admit,  and  the  taxing  officer  in  adjusting 
the  costs  of  the  action  shall,  at  the  instance  of  any  party,  or  may 
without  any  request,  inquire  into  any  unnecessary  prolixity,  and 
order  the  costs  occasioned  by  such  prolixity  to  be  borne  by  the  party 
chargeable  with  the  same. 

Rule  5.  The  Forms  in  Appendices  C,  D,  and  E,  when  applicable, 
and  where  they  are  not  applicable  forms  of  the  like  character,  as  near 
as  may  be,  shall  be  used  for  all  pleadings,  and  where  such  Forms  are 
applicable  and  sufficient  any  longer  forms  shall  be  deemed  prolix, 
and  the  costs  occasioned  by  such  prolixity  shall  be  disallowed  to  or 
borne  by  the  party  so  using  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Admissions  of  Facts  in  Pleadings. 
Order  21,  Rule  9.  "Where  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  any  allegations  of  fact  denied  or  not  admitted  by 
the  defence  ought  to  have  been  admitted,  the  Court  or  Judge  may 
make  such  order  as  shall  be  just  with  respect  to  any  extra  costs 
occasioned  by  their  having  been  denied  or  not  admitted. 

Payment  into  Court. 

Order  22,  Rule  G.  When  the  liabihty  of  the  defendant,  in 
respect  of  the  claim  or  cause  of  action  in  satisfaction  of  which  the 
payment  into  Court  has  been  made,  is  denied  in  the  defence,  the 
following  rules  shall  apply  : — 

(a)  The  plaintiff  may  accept,  in  satisfaction  of  the  claim  or  cause 
of  action  in  respect  of  which  the  payment  into  Court  has  been  made, 
the  sum  so  paid  in,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the 
money  paid  out  to  him  as  hereinafter  provided,  notwithstanding  the 
defendant's  denial  of  liability,  whereupon  all  further  proceedings,  in 
respect  of  such  claim  or  cause  of  action,  except  as  to  costs,  shall  be 
stayed  ;  or  the  plaintiff  may  refuse  to  accept  the  money  in  satisfaction 
and  reply  accordingly,  in  which  case  the  money  shall  remain  in  Court 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  mentioned  : 

(b)  If  the  plaintiff  accepts  the  money  so  paid  in,  he  shall,  after 
service  of  such  notice  in  the  Form  No.  4,  in  Appendix  B,  as  is  in 
Rule  7  mentioned,  or  after  delivery  of  a  reply  accepting  the  money,

be  entitled  to  have  the  money  paid  out  to  himself  on  request,  or  to 
his  solicitor  on  the  plaintiff's  written  authority,  unless  the  Court  or 
a  Judge  shall  otherwise  order  : 

(c)  If  the  plaintiff  does  not  accept,  in  satisfaction  of  the  claim  or 
cause  of  action  in  respect  of  which  the  payment  into  Court  has  been 
made,  the  sum  so  paid  in,  but  proceeds  with  the  action  in  respect  of 
such  claim  or  cause  of  action,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  money  shall 
remain  in  Court  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Court  or  a  Judge, 
and  shall  not  be  paid  out  of  Court  except  in  pursuance  of  an  order. 
If  the  plaintiff  proceeds  with  the  action  in  respect  of  such  claim  or 
cause  of  action,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  recovers  less  than  the  amount 
paid  into  Court,  the  amount  paid  in  shall  be  applied,  so  far  as  is 
necessary,  in  satisfaction  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  and  the  balance  (if 
any)  shall,  under  such  order,  be  repaid  to  the  defendant.  If  the 
defendant  succeeds  in  respect  of  such  claim  or  cause  of  action,  the 
■whole  amount  shall,  under  such  order,  be  repaid  to  him. 

Rule  7.  The  plaintiff,  when  payment  into  Court  is  made  before 
delivery  of  defence,  may  within  four  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice 
of  such  payment,  or  when  such  payment  is  first  signified  in  a  defence, 
may  before  reply,  accept  in  satisfaction  of  the  claim  or  cause  of  action 
in  respect  of  which  such  payment  has  been  made  the  sum  so  paid  in, 
in  which  case  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  defendant  in  the  Form 
No.  4  in  Appendix  B,  and  shall  be  at  liberty,  in  case  the  entire  claim 
or  cause  of  action  is  thereby  satisfied,"'  to  tax  his  costs  after  the 
expiration  of  four  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  unless  the 
Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  order,  and  in  case  of  non-payment 
of  the  costs  within  48  hours  after  such  taxation,  to  sign  judgment 
for  his  costs  so  taxed. 

Rule  8.  Where  money  is  paid  into  Court  in  two  or  more  actions 
which  are  consolidated,  and  the  plaintiff  proceeds  to  trial  in  one,  and 
fails,  the  money  paid  in  and  the  costs  in  all  the  actions  shall  be  dealt 
with  under  this  Order  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  action  tried. 

Rule  9.  A  plaintiff  may,  in  answer  to  a  counter-claim,  pay  money 
into  Court  in  satisfaction  thereof,  subject  to  the  like  conditions  as  to 
costs  and  otherwise  as  upon  payment  into  Court  by  a  defendant. 

Defence  Arising  pending  Action. 

Order  24,  Rule  3.  Whenever  any  defendant,  in  his  statement 
of  defence,  or  in  any  further  statement  of  defence  as  in  the  last 
Rule  mentioned,  alleges  any  ground  of  defence  which  has  arisen  after 
the  commencemeut  of  the  action,  the  plaintiff  may  deliver  a  con- 
fession of  such  defence  (which  confession  may  be  in  the  Form  Xo.  5 
in  Appendix  B,  with  such  variations  as  circumstances  may  require), 
and  may  thereu])on  sign  judgment  for  his  costs  up  to  the  time  of  the 
pleading  of  such  defence,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall,  either 
before  or  after  the  delivery  of  such  confession,  otherwise  oi'der. 

This  rule  does  not  give  the  plaintiff  an  absolute  right  to  judgment  for  costs. 
If  the  Court  are  of  opinion  that  tliere  is  a  question  raised  by  the  defence  that 
ought  to  be  tried  the  judgment  will  be  set  aside :  Harrison  v.  Abergavenny, 
57  L.  T.  360;  Hoiighton  v.  Tottenham  Rlivy.  Co.,  W.  N.  (92)  88. 

•  This  does  not  apply  where  the  defendant  sets  up  a  defence  of  tender 
before  action.  If  the  defendant  succeed  on  that  issue  the  plaintiff  is  not 
entitled  to  costs  :  Griffiths  v.  Ystradyfodwg,  24  Q.  B.  D.  307 ;  59  L.  J.  Q.  B.  117. 


DiSCONTIX  UANCE. 

Oeder  2G,  Rule  1.  The  plaintiff  may,  at  any  time  before 
receipt  of  the  defendant's  defence,  or  after  the  receipt  thereof, 
before  taking  any  other  proceeding  in  the  action  (save  any  inter- 
locntory  application),  by  notice  in  writing,  wholly  discontinue  his 
action  against  all  or  any  of  the  defendants,  or  withdraw  any  part  or 
parts  of 'his  alleged  cause  of  complaint,  and  thereupon  he  shall  pay 
such  defendant's  costs  of  the  action,  or,  if  the  action  be  not  wholly 
discontinued,  the  costs  occasioned  by  the  matter  so  withdrawn. 
Such  costs  shall  be  taxed,  and  such  discontinuance  or  withdrawal, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  be  a  defence  to  any  subsequent  action. 
Save  as  in  this  Rule  otherwise  provided,  it  shall  not  be  competent 
for  the  plaintiff  to  withdraw  the  record  or  discontinue  the  action 
without  leave  of  the  Court  or  a  Judge,  but  the  Court  or  a  Judge 
may  before,  or  at,  or  after  the  hearing  or  trial,  upon  such  terms 
as  to  costs,  and  as  to  any  other  action,  and  otherwise,  as  may  be 
just,  order  the  action  to  be  discontinued,  or  any  part  of  the  alleged 
cause  of  complaint  to  be  struck  out.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may,  in 
like  manner,  and  with  the  like  discretion  as  to  terms,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  a  defendant,  order  the  whole  or  any  part  of  his  alleged 
grounds  of  defence  or  counter-claim  to  be  withdrawn  or  struck  out, 
but  it  shall  not  be  competent  to  a  defendant  to  withdraw  his  defence, 
or  any  part  thereof,  without  such  leave. 

The  fact  of  the  defendant's  solicitor  not  having  actually  entered  an  appear- 
ance does  not  disentitle  the  defendant  to  costs  :  Moore  v.  Southern  Counties 
Bank,  W.  N.  (89)  156. 

Rule  3.  Any  defendant  may  enter  judgment  for  the  costs  of  the 
action  if  it  is  wholly  discontinued  against  him,  or  for  the  costs 
occasioned  by  the  matter  withdrawn,  if  the  action  be  not  wholly  dis- 
continued, in  case  such  respective  costs  are  not  paid  within  four  days 
after  taxation. 

Rule  -i.  If  any  subsequent  action  shall  be  brought  before  payment 
of  the  costs  of  a  discontinued  action,  for  the  same,  or  substantially 
the  same,  cause  of  action,  the  Court  or  a  Judge  may,  if  they  or  he 
think  fit,  order  a  stay  of  such  subsequent  action  until  such  costs 
shall  have  been  paid. 

Default  of  Pleading. 
Order  27,  Rule  2.  If  the  plaintiff's  claim  be  only  for  a  debt  or 
liquidated  demand,  and  the  defendant  does  not,  within  the  time 
allowed  for  that  purpose,  deliver  a  defence,  the  plaintiff  may,  at  the 
expiration  of  such  time,  enter  final  judgment  for  the  amount  claimed, 
with  costs. 

{See  Fixed  "  Costs;'  p.  249.) 

AMENDMEiS^TS   OF    PROCEEDINGS. 

Order  28,  Rule  12.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may  at  any  time, 
and  on  such  terms  as  to  costs  or  otherwise  as  the  Court  or  Judge 
may  think  just,  amend  any  defect  or  error  in  any  proceedings,  and 
all  necessary  amendments  shall  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  real  question  or  issue  raised  by  or  depending  on  the 
proceedings. 

Rule  13.  The  costs  of  and  occasioned  by  any  amendment  made 
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pursuant  to  Rules  2  and  3  of  this  Order  shall  be  borne  by  the  party 
making  the  same,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  order. 

Su:mmons  for  Directions. 
Order  30,  Rule  n.  Any  application  by  any  party  which  might 
have  been  made  at  the  hearing  of  the  original  summons  shall,  if 
granted  on  any  subse(iuent  application,  be  granted  at  the  costs  of 
the  party  applying  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  the  application  could  not  properly  have  l^een  made  at  the 
hearing  of  the  original  summons. 

Discovery. 

Order  31,  Rule  3.  In  adjusting  the  costs  of  the  cause  or 
matter,  inquiry  shall  at  the  instance  of  any  party  be  made  into  the 
propriety  of  exhibiting  such  interrogatories,  and  if  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  taxing  officer  or  of  the  Court  or  Judge,  either  with  or  without 
an  application  for  inquiry,  that  such  interrogatories  have  been 
exhibited  unreasonably,  vexatiously,  or  at  improper  length,  the  costs 
occasioned  by  the  said  inteiTogatories  and  the  answers  thereto  shall 
be  paid  in  any  event  by  the  party  in  fault. 

Rule  25.  In  every  cause,  or  matter,  the  costs  of  discovery,  by 
interrogatories  or  otherwise,  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Court  or  a  Judge,  be  secured  in  the  first  instance  as  provided  by 
Rule  2G  of  this  Order,  by  the  party  seeking  such  discovery,  and  shall 
be  allowed  as  part  of  his  costs  wdiere,  and  only  where,  such  discovery 
shall  appear  to  the  Judge  at  the  trial,  or,  if  there  is  no  trial,  to  the 
Court  or  a  Judge,  or  shall  appear  to  the  taxing  officer,  to  have  been 
reasonably  asked  for. 

Rule  26.  Any  party  seeking  discovery  by  interrogatories  shall, 
before  delivery  of  interrogatories,  pay  into  Court  to  a  separate 
account  in  the  action,  to  be  called  "  Security  for  Costs  Account,"  to 
abide  further  order,  the  sum  of  £5,  and,  if  the  number  of  folios 
exceed  five,  the  further  sum  of  10s.  for  every  additional  folio.  Any 
party  seeking  discovery  otherwise  than  by  interrogatories  shall,  before 
making  application  for  discovery,  pay  into  Court,  to  a  like  account, 
to  abide  further  order,  the  sum  of  £5,  and  may  be  ordered  further  to 
pay  into  Court  as  aforesaid  such  additional  sum  as  the  Court  or  a 
Judge  shall  direct.  The  party  seeking  discovery  shall,  with  his 
interrogatories  or  order  for  discovery,  serve  a  copy  of  the  receipt  for 
the  said  payment  into  Court,  and  the  time  for  answering  or  making 
discovery  shall  in  all  cases  commence  from  the  date  of  such  service. 
The  party  from  whom  discovery  is  sought  shall  not  be  required  to 
answer  or  make  discovery  unless  and  until  the  said  payment  has  been 
made. 

The  £5  deposit  is  sufficient,  though  two  or  more  defendants  have  to  answer 
the  interrogatories  or  make  an  affidavit  of  documents,  unless  such  defendants 
defend  by  different  solicitors  and  have  independent  rights :  Joyce  v.  Beal, 
(1891)  1  Q.  B.  459. 

Rule  27.  Unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  at  or  before  the  trial 
otherwise  order  the  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  "  Security 
for  Costs  Account "  in  any  cause  or  matter,  shall  after  the  cause  or 
matter  has  been  finally  disposed  of  be  paid  out  to  the  party  by  whom 
the  same  was  paid  in  on  his  request,  or  to  his  solicitor  on  such  party's 
written  authority,  in  the  event  of  the  costs  of  the  cause  or  matter 
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being:  adjudged  to  him,  but,  in  the  event  of  the  Court  or  Judge 
ordering  him  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  cause  or  matter,  the  amount  in 
Court  shall  be  subject  to  a  lien  for  the  costs  ordered  to  be  paid  to 
any  other  party. 

Admissions. 

Order  32,  Rule  2.  Either  party  may  call  upon  the  other  party 
to  admit  any  documents,  saving  all  just  exceptions  ;  and  in  case  of 
refusal  or  neglect  to  admit,  after  such  notice,  the  costs  of  proving 
any  such  document  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  so  neglecting  or 
refusing,  whatever  the  result  of  the  cause  or  matter  may  be,  unless 
at  the  trial  or  hearing  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  certify  that  the 
refusal  to  admit  was'reasonable  ;  and  no  costs  of  proving  any  docu- 
ment shall  be  allowed  unless  such  notice  be  given,  except  when  the 
admission  to  give  the  notice  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  taxing  officer, 
a  saving  of  expense. 

EuLE  4.  Any  party  may,  by  notice  in  writing,  at  any  time  not 
later  than  9  days  before  the  day  for  which  notice  of  trial  has  been 
given,  call  on  any  other  party  to  admit,  for  the  purposes  of  the  cause, 
matter,  or  issue  only,  any  specific  fact  or  facts  mentioned  in  such 
notice.  And  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  admit  the  same  within 
6  days  after  service  of  such  notice,  or  within  such  further  time  as 
may  be  allowed  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge,  the  costs  of  proving  such 
fact  or  facts  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  so  neglecting  or  refusing, 
whatever  the  result  of  the  cause,  matter,  or  issue  may  be,  unless  at 
the  trial  or  hearing  the  Court  or  a  Judge  certify  that  the  refusal  to 
admit  was  reasonable,  or  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  at  any 
time  otherwise  order  or  direct.  Provided  that  any  admission  made 
in  pursuance  of  such  notice  is  to  be  deemed  to  be  made  only  for  the 
purposes  of  the  particular  cause,  matter,  or  issue,  and  not  as  an 
admission  to  be  used  against  the  party  on  any  other  occasion  or  in 
favour  of  any  person  other  than  the  party  giving  the  notice : 
Provided  also,  that  the  Court  or  a  Judge  may  at  any  time  allow  any 
party  to  amend  or  withdraw  any  admission  so  made  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  just. 

Rule  9.  If  a  notice  to  admit  or  produce  comprises  documents 
which  are  not  necessary,  the  costs  occasioned  thereby  shall  be  borne 
by  the  party  giving  such  notice. 

Taxation  in  District  Registry. 
Order  35,  Rule  4.  Where  a  cause  or  matter  is  proceeding  in 
a  district  registry,  all  writs  of  execution  for  enforcing  any  judgment 
or  order  therein,  and  all  summonses  under  the  Debtors  Act,  1869, 
shall  issue  from  the  district  registry,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge 
shall  otherwise  direct.  Where  final  judgment  is  entered  in  the 
district  registry,  costs  shall  be  taxed  in  such  registry  unless  the 
Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  order. 

Evidence  taken  before  Examiners  of  the  Court. 
Order  37,  Rule  51.   (For  the  fees  the  examiners  of  the  Court 
are  entitled  to  charge,  see  p.  50.) 

Affidavits. 
Order  38,  Rule  3.  Affidavits  shall  be  confined  to   such   facts 
as  the  witness  is  able  of  his  own  knowledge  to  prove,  except  on 
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interlocutory  motions,  on  which  statements  as  to  his  belief,  with 
the  grounds  thereof,  may  be  admitted.  The  costs  of  every  affidavit 
which  shall  unnecessarily  set  forth  matters  of  hearsay,  or  argumen- 
tative matter,  or  co]Me8  of  or  extracts  from  documents,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  party  filing  the  same. 

Rule  7.  Every  affidavit  shall  be  drawn  up  in  the  first  person,  and 
shall  be  divided  into  paragi-aphs,  and  every  paragraph  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively,  imdns  nearly  as  may  be  shall  be  confined  to 
a  distinct  portion  of  the  subject.  Every  affidavit  shall  be  written  or 
printed  bookwise.  No  costs  shall  l)e  allowed  for  any  affidavit  or  part 
of  an  affidavit  substantially  departing  from  this  rule. 

Rule  11.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may  order  to  be  struck  out  from 
any  affidavit  any  matter  which  is  scandalous,  and  may  order  the  costs 
of  any  application  to  strike  out  such  matter  to  be  paid  as  between 
solicitor  and  client. 

Execution. 

Order  42,  Rule  15.  In  every  case  of  execution  the  party  entitled 
to  execution  may  levy  the  pouudRge,  fees,  and  expenses  of  execution, 
over  and  above  the  sum  recovered. 

(Admiralty)  Marshal's  Expenses. 

Order  51,  Rule  16.  Any  person  interested  in  the  proceeds  may 
be  heard  before  the  Admiralty  Registrar  on  the  taxation  of  the 
Marshal's  account  of  expenses,  and  an  objection  to  the  taxation  shall 
be  heard  in  the  same  manner  as  an  objection  to  the  taxation  of  a 
solicitor's  bill  of  costs. 

(Chancery)  Party  appearing  Separately. 

Order  55,  Rule  40.  AVhere,  upon  the  hearing  of  the  summons 
to  proceed,  or  at  any  time  during  the  prosecution  of  the  judgment 
or  order,  it  appears  to  the  Judge,  with  respect  to  the  whole  or  any 
portion  of  the  proceedings,  that  the  interests  of  the  parties  can  be 
classified,  he  may  require  "the  parties  constituting  each  or  any  class  to 
be  represented  by  the  same  solicitor,  and  may  direct  what  parties 
may  attend  all  or  any  part  of  the  proceedings,  and  where  the  parties 
constituting  any  class  cannot  agree  upon  the  solicitor  to  represent 
them,  the  Judge  may  nominate  such  solicitor  for  the  purpose  of  the 
proceedings  before  him,  and  where  any  one  of  the  parties  constituting 
such  class  declines  to  authorise  the  solicitor  so  nominated  to  act  for 
him,  and  insists  upon  beiug  represented  by  a  different  solicitor, 
such  party  shall  personally  pay  the  costs  of  his  own  solicitor  of 
and  relating  to  the  proceedings  before  the  Judge,  with  respect 
to  which  such  nomination  shall  have  been  made,  and  all  such 
further  costs  as  shall  be  occasioned  to  any  of  the  parties  by  his 
being  represented  by  a  different  solicitor  from  the  solicitor  so  to  be 
nominated. 

References  in  Admiralty  Actions. 

Order  5G,  Rule  7.  Counsel  may  attend  the  hearing  of  any 
reference,  but  the  expenses  attending  the  employment  of   counsel 
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shall  not  be  allowed  on  taxation,  unless  the  Registrar  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  the  attendance  of  counsel  was  necessary. 

Rule  8.  The  Registrar  may,  if  he  think  fit,  report  whether  any 
and  what  part  of  the  costs  of  the  reference  should  be  allowed,  and 
to  whom.

The  Court  of  Appeal  shall  have  al!  the 
powers  and  duties  as  to  amendment  and  otherwise  of  the  High  Court, 
together  with  full  discretionary  power  to  receive  further  evidence  upon 
questions  of  fact,  such  evidence  to  be  either  by  oral  examination  in 
Court,  by  affidavit,  or  by  deposition  taken  before  an  examiner  or 
commissioner.  Such  further  evidence  may  be  given  without  special 
leave  upon  interlocutory  applications,  or  in  any  case  as  to  matters 
which  have  occurred  after  the  date  of  the  decision  from  which  the 
appeal  is  brought.  Upon  appeals  from  a  judgment  after  trial  or 
hearing  of  any  cause  or  matter  upon  the  merits,  such  further  evidence 
(save  as  to  matters  subsequent  as  aforesaid)  shall  be  admitted  on 
special  grounds  only,  and  not  without  special  leave  of  the  Court. 
The  Court  of  Appeal  shall  have  power  to  draw  inferences  of  fact  and 
to  give  any  judgment  and  make  any  order  which  ought  to  have  been 
made,  and  to  make  such  further  or  other  order  as  the  case  may 
require.  The  powers  aforesaid  may  be  exercised  by  the  said  Court, 
notwithstanding  that  the  notice  of  appeal  may  be  that  part  only  of 
the  decision  may  be  reversed  or  varied,  and  such  powers  may  also  be 
exercised  in  favour  of  all  or  any  of  the  respondents  or  parties, 
although  such  respondents  or  parties  may  not  have  appealed  from 
or  complained  of  the  decision.  The  Court  of  Appeal  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  order  as  to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  costs  of 
the  appeal  as  may  be  just. 

Rule  12.  Where  evidence  has  not  been  printed  in  the  Court  below, 
the  Court  below  or  a  Judge  thereof,  or  the  Court  of  Appeal  or  a 
Judge  thereof,  may  order  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  printed 
for  the  purpose  of  the  appeal.  Any  party  printing  evidence  for  the 
purpose  of  an  appeal  without  such  order  shall  bear  the  costs 
thereof,  unless  the  Court  of  Appeal  or  a  Judge  thereof  shall  otherwise 
order. 

Rule  15.  No  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  from  any  interlocutory 
order,  or  from  any  order,  whether  final  or  interlocutory,  in  any  matter 
not  being  an  action,  shall,  except  by  special  leave  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  be  brought  after  the  expiration  of  twenty-one  days,  and  no 
other  appeal  shall,  except  by  such  leave,  be  brought  after  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year.  The  said  respective  periods  shall  be  calculated,  in 
the  case  of  an  appeal  from  an  order  in  Chambers,  from  the  time  when 
such  order  was  pronounced,  or  when  the  appellant  first  had  notice 
thereof,  and  in  all  other  cases,  from  the  time  at  which  the  judgment 
or  order  is  signed,  entered,  or  otherwise  perfected,  or,  in  the  case  of 
the  refusal  of  an  application,  from  the  date  of  such  refusal.  Such 
deposit  or  other  security  for  the  costs  to  be  occasioned  by  any  appeal 
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shall  be  made  or  given  as  may  be  directed  under  special  circumstances 
by  the  Court  of  Appeal. 

Rule  19.  On  an  appeal  from  the  High  Court,  interest  for  such 
time  as  execution  has  been  delayed  by  the  appeal  shall  be  allowed 
unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  otherwise  orders,  and  the  taxing 
otticer  may  compute  such  interest  without  any  order  for  that 
purpose, 

(Chancery)  Attexdaxces  before  Eegistrar. 

Order  G2,  Rule  15.  The  Registrar  shall,  at  the  time  of  any 
attendance  before  him  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  terms  of  and 
passing  any  judgment  or  order,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  any  party, 
ou  the  ground  that  it  is  of  a  special  nature  or  of  unusual  length  or 
diflieulty,  certify,  for  the  information  of  the  taxing  officer,  whether 
in  his  opiuion  any  special  allowance  ought  to  be  made  in  taxation  of 
costs  in  respect  thereof. 

Costs. 

Order  65,  Rule  1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  and 
these  Rules,  the  costs  of  and  incident  to  all  proceedings  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  including  the  administration  of  estates  and  trusts, 
shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  or  Judge  :  Provided  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  deprive  an  executor,  administrator, 
trustee,  or  mortgagee  who  has  not  unreasonably  instituted  or  carried 
on  or  resisted  any  proceedings,  of  any  right  to  costs  out  of  a  particular 
estate  or  fund  to  wdiich  he  would  be  entitled  according  to  the  rules 
hitherto  acted  upon  in  the  Chancery  Division  :  Provided  also,  that, 
where  any  action,  cause,  matter,  or  issue  is  tried  with  a  jury,  the 
costs  shall  follow  the  event,  unless  the  Judge  by  whom  such  action, 
cause,  matter,  or  issue  is  tried,  or  the  Court,  shall,  for  good  cause, 
otherwise  order.

Rule  2.  When  issues  in  fact  and  law  are  raised  upon  a  claim  or 
counter-claim,  the  costs  of  the  several  issues  respectively,  both  in  law 
and  fact,  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  follow  the  event.

Rule  3.  If  a  cause  be  removed  from  an  inferior  Court,  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  cause,  the  costs  in  the  Court  below  shall  be  costs 
in  the  cause. 

Rule  4.  Where  an  action  is  ordered  to  be  tried  in  a  County  Court 
under  the  provisions  of  19  &  20  Vict.  c.  108,  s.  26,  the  costs  of  the 
action  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Principal  Act  and  these 
Rules,  follow  the  event,  unless  by  the  Registrar's  certificate  of  the 
result  of  the  ti-ial  it  shall  a])pear  that  the  Judge  before  whom  the 
action  was  tried  was  of  opinion  that  the  question  of  costs  ought  to 
be  referred  to  a  Judge  of  the  High  Court,  in  which  case  no  costs 
shall  be  recovered  unless  ordered  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge. 

Rule  5.  Where  upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  or  matter  it 
appears  that  the  same  cannot  conveniently  proceed  by  reason  of 
the  solicitor  for  any  party  having  neglected  to  attend  personally, 
or  by   some   proper   person   on   his   behalf,  or   having  omitted  to 
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deliver  any  paper  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  Conrt  or  Judge,  and 
-^vhich  according  to  the  practice  ought  to  have  been  delivered, 
such  solicitor  shall  personally  pay  to  all  or  any  of  the  parties  such 
costs  as  the  Court  or  Judge  shall  think  fit  to  award. 

Rule  G.  In  any  cause  or  matter  in  which  security  for  costs  is 
required,  the  security  shall  be  of  such  amount,  and  be  given  at  such 
times,  and  in  such  manner  and  form,  as  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall 
direct. 

Rule  Ga.  A  plaintiff  ordinarily  resident  out  of  the  jurisdiction 
may  be  ordered  to  give  security  for  costs,  though  he  may  be 
temporarily  resident  within  the  jurisdiction. 

Rule  7.  Where  a  bond  is  to  be  given  as  security  for  costs,  it 
shall,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct,  be  given  to 
the  party  or  person  requiring  the  security,  and  not  to  an  officer  of 
the  Court. 

Rule  8.  In  causes  and  matters  commenced  after  these  Rules 
come  into  operation,  solicitors  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  be  allowed 
the  fees  set  forth  in  the  column  headed  "  lower  scale  "  in  Appendix  N", 
in  all  causes  and  matters,  and  no  higher  fees  shall  be  allowed  m  any 
case,  except  such  as  are  by  this  Order  otherwise  provided  for  ;  and  m 
causes  and  matters  pending  at  the  time  when  these  Rules  come  into 
operation,  to  which  the  higher  scale  of  costs  previously  in  force  was 
applicable,  the  same  scale  shall  continue  to  be  applied.

The  fees  set  forth  in  the  column  headed  "  higher  scale  " 
in  Appendix  X,  may  be  allowed,  either  generally  in  any  cause  or 
matter,  or  as  to  the  costs  of  any  particular  application  made,  or 
business  done,  in  any  cause  or  matter,  if,  on  special  grounds  arising 
out  of  the  nature  and  importance,  or  the  difficulty  or  urgency  of  the 
case,  the  Court  or  a  Judge  shall,  at  the  trial  or  hearing,  or  further 
consideration  of  the  cause  or  matter,  or  at  the  hearing  of  any 
application  therein,  whether  the  cause  or  matter  shall  or  shall  not 
be  brought  to  trial  or  hearing  or  to  further  consideration  (as  the  case 
may  be),  so  order  ;  or  if  the  taxing  officer,  under  directions  given  to 
him  for  that  purpose  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge,  shall  think  that  such

Rule  10.  Upon  any  reference  to  a  taxing  officer  to  tax  a  bill  ol 
costs  of  a  solicitor  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  amount  due  to 
such  solicitor  in  respect  thereof  fi-om  the  person  to  be  charged 
therewith,  if  such  bill  shall  include  charges  for  business  done  in  any 
cause  or  matter,  the  taxing  officer  may  allow  the  fees  set  forth  m  the 
column  headed  "  higher  scale "  in  Appendix  N,  in  respect  of  such 
cause  or  matter,  or  in  respect  of  any  particular  application  made  or 
business  done  therein,  if  on  such  special  grounds,  as  are  in  the  last 
preceding  Rule  mentioned,  he  shall  think  that  such  allowance  ought 

to  be  so  made.  ,      /^  t    i 

Rule  11.  If  in  any  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  Court  or  a  Judge 
that  costs  have  been  improperly  or  without  any  reasonable  cause 
incurred,  or  that  by  reason  of  any  undue  delay  m  proceeding  under 
judo-ment  or  order,  or  of  any  misconduct  or  default  of  the  solicitor, 
anj'^costs  properly  incurred  have  nevertheless  proved  fruitless  to  the 


person  incurring  the  same,  the  Court  or  Judge  may  call  on  the 
solicitor  of  the  person  by  whom  such  costs  have  been  so  incurred  to 
show  cause  why  sucii  costs  should  not  be  disallowed  as  between  the 
solicitor  and  his  client,  and  also  (if  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
shall  require)  whv  the  solicitor  should  not  repay  to  liis  client  any 
costs  which  the  client  may  have  been  ordered  to  pay  to  any  other 
person,  and  thereupon  may  make  such  order  as  the  justice  of  the  case 
may  require.  The  Court  or  Judge  may,  if  they  or  he  think  fit,  refer 
the  matter  to  a  taxing  officer  foi'  inquiry  and  report  ;  and  direct  the 
solicitor  in  the  first  place  to  show  cause  before  such  taxing  officer, 
and  may  also,  if  they  or  he  think  tit,  direct  or  authorise  the  Official 
Solicitor  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  attend  and  take  part  in  such 
inquiry.

Anv  costs  of  the  Official  Solicitor  shall  be  paid  by  such  parties,  or  out 
of  such  funds  as  the  Court  or  a  Judge  may  direct ;  or,  if  not  other- 
wise paid,  may  be  paid  out  of  such  moneys  (if  any)  as  may  be 
provided  by  Parliament. 

Rule  12.  In  actions  founded  on  contract,  in  which  the  plaintiff 
recovers,  by  judgment,  or  otherwise,  a  sum  (exclusive  of  costs)  not 
exceeding  £50,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  no  more  costs  than  he  would 
have  been  entitled  to,  had  he  brought  his  action  in  a  County  Court, 
unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  otherwise  orders. 

In  the  corresponding  provision  in  the  Covinty  Court  Act,  1888,  s.  116,  the 
words  are  "  less  than  £50."  The  County  Court  Act  does  not  nullify  this  Rule  ; 
the  plaintiff  must  therefore  recover  niore  than  £50  to  entitle  him  to  High 
Court  costs:  MilUmjton  v.  Harwood,  (1892)  2  Q.  B.  IGG. 

This  Rule  does  not  apply  to  actions  in  which  the  County  Court  has  no 
jurisdiction,  such  as  actions  for  breach  of  promise  of  marriage:  Sayivoocl 
V.  Cross,  14  Q.  B.  D.  53. 

Rule  13.  Where  the  Court  or  a  Judge  appoints  one  of  the  solicitors 
to  be  guardian  ad  liiom  of  an  infant  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  the 
Court  or  Judge  may  direct  that  the  costs  to  be  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  such  office  shall  be  borne  and  paid  either 
by  the  parties  or  some  one  or  more  of  the  parties  to  the  cause 
or  matter  in  which  such  appointment  is  made,  or  out  of  any 
fund  in  Court  in  which  such  infant  or  person  of  unsound  mind 
may  be  interested,  and  may  give  directions  for  the  repayment  or 
allowance  of  such  costs  as  the  justice  and  circumstances  of  the  case 
may  re(|uire. 

Rule  14.  A  set-ofF  for  damages  or  costs  between  parties  may  be 
allowed  notwithstanding  the  solicitor's  lien  for  costs  in  the  particular 
cause  or  matter  in  which  the  set-ott'  is  sought. 

Rule  14a.  The  costs  occasioned  by  any  unsuccessful  claim  or 
unsuccessful  resistance  to  any  claim  to  any  property  shall  not  be  paid 
out  of  the  estate  unless  the  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  14b.  The  costs  of  inquiries  to  ascertain  the  person  entitled 
to  any  legacy,  money,  or  share,  or  otherwise  incurred  in  relation 
thereto,  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  legacy,  money,  or  share,  unless  the 
Judge  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  14c.  Where  some  of  the  persons  entitled  to  a  distributive 
share  of  a  fund  are  ascertained,  and  difficulty  or  delay  has  occurred 
or  IS  likely  to  occur  in  ascertaining  the  persons  entitled  to  the  other 
shares,  the  Court  or  a  Judge  may  order  or  allow  immediate  payment 
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of  their  shares  to  the  persons  ascertained  without  reserving  any  part 
of  those  shares  to  answer  the  subsequent  costs  of  ascertaining  the 
persons  entitled  to  the  other  shares  ;  and  in  all  such  cases  such  order 
may  be  made  for  ascertaining  and  payment  of  the  costs  incuiTcd 
down  to  and  including  such  payment  as  the  Court  or  Judge  shall 
think  reasonable. 

Rule  15.  Costs  may  be  taxed  on  an  award,  notwithstanding  the 
time  for  setting  aside  the  award  has  not  elapsed. 

Rule  1G.  One  day's  notice  of  taxing  costs,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  bill  of  costs  and  affidavit  of  increase  (if  any),  shall  be  given  by 
the  solicitor  of  the  party  whose  costs  are  to  be  taxed  to  the  other 
party  or  his  solicitor,  in  all  cases  where  a  notice  to  tax  is  necessary. 

Rule  17.  Notice  of  taxing  costs  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case 
where  the  defendant  has  not  appeared  in  person,  or  by  his  solicitor 
or  guardian. 

Rule  18.  Every  reference  for  the  taxation  of  costs  in  the 
Chancery  Division  shall  be  made  to  the  Taxing  Master  in  rotation,  or 
in  such  manner  or  order  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  may  from  time  to 
time  direct  :  Provided  that  in  any  case  where  there_  shall  have  been 
any  foriner  taxation  in  the  same  cause  or  matter,  or  in  any  summons 
under  Order  55,  Rules  3  or  4,  relating  to  the  same  estate  or  trust, 
the  reference  shall  be  to  the  Taxing  Master  before  whom  such  former 
taxation  took  place. 

Rule  19.  The  Taxing  Masters  shall  be  respectively  assistant  to 
each  other,  and  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  ;  and,  for  the  better 
despatch  of  the  business  of  their  respective  offices,  any  Taxing  Master 
may  tax  or  assist  in  the  taxation  of  a  bill  of  costs  which  has  been 
referred  to  any  other  Taxing  Master  for  taxation,  and  for  ascertaining 
what  is  due  in  respect  of  such  costs,  and  in  such  case  shall  certify- 
accordingly. 

Rule  19a.  The  following  warrants  in  the  office  of  the  Taxing 
Masters  of  the  Chancery  Division  shall  be  abolished  :— Warrant  on 
leaving,  warrant  to  bring  in,  and  warrant  to  tax. 

Rule  19b.  The  proper  officer,  by  whom  any  order  directing  a 
taxation  of  costs  shall  be  drawn  up,  shall  certify  upon  the  order  the 
date  on  which  it  was  signed,  entered,  or  otherwise  perfected. 

Rule  19c.  The  solicitor  having  the  carriage  of  the  order  shall 
leave  at  the  office  of  the  proper  taxing  officer  within  seven  days  (or 
such  further  time  as  the  taxing  officer  may  allow  for  reasons  to  he 
certified  by  him),  after  the  order  was  signed,  entered,  or  otherwise 
perfected,  a  copy  of  it,  and  (annexed  to  such  copy)  a  statement 
containing  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  parties  appearing  in 
person,  and  of  the  solicitors  of  the  parties  not  appearing  in  person, 
and  in  case  of  default  no  costs  of  drawing  and  copying  the  bill, 
nor  of  attending  the  taxation,  shall  be  allowed  to  the  solicitor  so 
failing. 

Rule  19i).  On  the  copy  of  the  order  being  left  with  the  taxmg 
officer,  he  shall  forthwith  send  by  post  to  the  parties  appearing  in 
person,  and  to  the  solicitors  of  the  parties  not  appearing  in  person,  a 
notice  fixing  a  date  before  which  the  bills,  the  taxation  whereof  is 
directed  by  the  order,  shall  (with  all  necessary  papers  and  vouchers) 
be  left  for  taxation,  and  a  subsequent  date  on  which  the  taxation 
shall  be  proceeded  with. 

Rule  19e.  The  taxation  shall  if  possible  be  continued  without 
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inteiTiiption  till  completed,  but  if  adjourned  for  any  reason  notice 
of  the  adjournment  shall  be  sent  by  the  Taxing  IMaster  by  post  to 
any  solicitor  not  present  at  the  time  of  tiie  adjournment,  whose 
attendance  he  may  desire  at  the  next  appointment. 

Rule  19g.  Any  solicitor  who  shall  fail  to  leave  his  bill  of  costs 
(with  the  necessary  papers  and  vouchers)  within  the  time  or  extended 
time  fixed  by  the  Taxint,^  ]\Iaster  for  that  purpose,  or  who  shall  in  any 
way  delay  or  impede  the  taxation  shall,  unless  the  Taxing  Master 
otherwise  directs,  forfeit  the  fees  to  which  he  would  otherwise  be 
entitled  for  drawing  his  bill  of  costs  and  for  attending  the  taxation, 
and  the  Taxing  Master  may  also,  if  he  shall  think  fit,  exercise  all  or 
any  of  the  powers  vested  in  him  by  Regulations  (28  and  55)  of  this 
Order. 

Rule  19h.  In  every  bill  of  costs  the  professional  charges  shall  be 
entered  in  a  separate  column  from  the  disbursements,  and  every 
column  shall  be  cast  before  the  bill  is  left  for  taxation. 

RuLK  20.  "Where,  upon  the  taxation  of  any  bill  of  costs  in  the 
Chancery  Division,  it  appears  to  the  Taxing  Master  that  for  the 
purpose  of  duly  taxing  the  same  it  is  necessary  to  inspect  any  books, 
papers  or  documents,  relating  to  the  cause  or  matter  in  the  Chambers 
of  any  Judge,  the  Taxing  Master  shall  be  at  liberty  to  request  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  such  Judge  to  cause  the  same  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
office  of  the  Taxiiig  Master,  and  also  to  request  such  Chief  Clerk  to 
certify  any  proceedings  in  the  said  Chambers  which  maybe  comprised 
in  the  bill  of  costs  under  taxation,  and  in  such  cases  the  Chief  Clerk, 
when  and  so  soon,  and  at  and  for  such  times,  as  the  due  transaction 
of  the  business  at  the  said  Chambers  will  permit,  shall  direct  such 
books,  papers,  and  documents  to  be  transmitted  to  the  office  of  the 
Taxing  Master  for  his  use  during  the  taxation,  and  shall  certify  the 
proceedings  which  have  taken  place  in  the  said  Chambers  according 
to  the  request  of  the  Taxing  Master  ;  and  after  the  costs  in  respect  of 
which  such  request  of  the  Taxing  Master  was  made  shall  have  been 
certified,  the  Taxing  Master  shall  cause  the  same  books,  papers,  and 
dccuments,  which  have  been  so  transmitted  to  his  office,  if  then 
remaining  there,  to  be  returned  to  the  Chambers  of  the  Judge. 

Rule  21.  When  any  book,  paper,  or  document  shall  be  trans- 
mitted from  the  Chambers  of  a  Judge  to  the  office  of  a  Taxing  Master, 
a  memorandum  of  such  transmission  shall  be  made  and  signed  by 
the  Taxing  Master,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Taxing  Master,  at  whose  request 
such  book,  paper,  or  document,  may  be  transmitted,  and  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  such  Judge  ;  and  when  any  such 
book,  paper,  or  document,  shall  be  returned  from  the  office  of  the 
Taxing  Master  to  the  Judge's  Chambers,  a  memorandum  of  such 
return'shall  be  made  and  signed  by  such  Chief  Clerk,  or  by  one  of  his 
clerks,  and  shall  he  delivered  to  the  Taxing  Master. 

Rule  22.  AYhere  in  pursuance  of  any  direction  by  the  Court  or  a 
Judge  in  Chambers  drafts  are  settled  by  any  of  the  Conveyancing 
Counsel  of  the  Court,  the  expense  of  procuring  such  drafts  to  be 
previously  or  subsequently  settled  by  other  counsel,  on  behalf  of  the 
same  parties  on  whose  behalf  such  drafts  are  settled  by  the  Convey- 
ancing Counsel  of  the  Court,  shall  not  be  allowed  on  taxation  as 
between  party  and  party,  or  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  unless 
the  Court  or  a  Judge  shaU  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  23.  Upon  interlocutory  applications  where  the  Court  or  a 
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Judge  shall  think  fit  to  award  costs  to  any  party,  the  Court  or 
Judge  may  by  the  order  direct  payment  of  a  sum  in  gross  in  lieu 
of  taxed  costs,  and  direct  by  and  to  whom  such  sum  in  gross  shall 
be  paid. 

EuLP]  24.  The  fees  payable  on  proceedings  before  a  Judge  in 
Chambers  under  the  Charitable  Trusts  Act,  1853,  s.  28,  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  fees  payable  according  to  the  Kules  relating  to  costs  in 
respect  of  other  proceedings  commencing  by  summons,  and  shall 
also  in  all  other  respects  be  regulated  by  these  Rules. 

Rule  25.  Where  the  Judge  directs  that  any  matter  commenced, 
by  summons  under  the  Act  in  the  last  preceding  Rule  mentioned 
shall  be  heard  in  open  Court,  the  same  fees  shall  be  payable  and  the 
same  costs  shall  be  allowed  as  would  have  been  payable  in  respect  of 
any  other  matter  so  heard. 

Rule  26.  The  fees  and  allowances  to  solicitors  on  proceedings 
under  the  Act  22  &  23  Vict.  c.  35,  s.  30,  shall  be  the  same  as  are 
payable  under  these  Rules  and  by  the  practice  of  the  Court  for 
business  of  a  similar  nature. 

Special  Allowances  and  General  Regulations. 

Rule  27.  The  following  special  allowances  and  general  regulations 
shall  apply  to  all  proceedings  and  all  taxations  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Judicature. 

1.  As  to  writs  of  summons  requiring  special  indorsement,  and  as 
to  special  cases,  pleadings,  and  affidavits  in  answer  to  interroga- 
tories, and  other  special  affidavits,  and  admissions  under  Order  32, 
Rule  4,  the  taxing  officer  may,  in  lieu  of  the  allowances  for  instruc- 
tions and  preparing  or  drawing,  and  attendances,  make  such 
allowance  for  work,  labour,  and  expenses  in  or  about  the  preparation 
of  such  documents  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  proper. 

2.  As  to  drawing  any  pleading  or  other  document,  the  fees  allowed 
shall  include  any  copy  made  for  the  use  of  the  solicitor,  agent,  or 
client,  or  for  counsel  to  settle. 

3.  As  to  instructions  to  sue  or  defend,  or  the  preparation  of  briefs, 
if  the  taxing  officer  shall  on  special  grounds  consider  the  fee  in  either 
scale  provided  inadequate,  he  may  make  such  further  allowance  as  he 
shall  in  his  discretion  consider  reasonable. 

4.  As  to  affidavits,  when  there  are  several  deponents  to  be  sworn, 
or  it  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  an  affidavit  being  sworn  to  go 
to  a  distance,  or  to  employ  an  agent,  such  reasonable  allowance  may 
be  made  as  the  taxing  officer  in  his  discretion  may  think  fit. 

5.  The  allowances  for  instructions  and  drawing  an  affidavit  in 
answer  to  interrogatories  and  other  special  affidavits,  and  attending 
the  deponent  to  be  sworn,  include  all  attendances  on  the  deponent  to 
settle  and  read  over. 

6.  As  to  delivery  of  pleadings,  services,  and  notices,  the  fees  are 
not  to  be  allowed  when  the  same  solicitor  is  for  both  parties,  unless 
it  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  affidavit  of  service. 

7.  As  to  perusals  the  fees  are  not  to  apply  where  the  same  solicitor 
is  for  both  parties. 

8.  Where  the  same  solicitor  is  employed  for  two  or  more 
defendants,  and  separate  pleadings  are  delivered  or  other  pro- 
ceedings had  by  or  for  two  or  more  such  defendants  separately,  the 
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taxing  officer  shall  consider  in  the  taxation  of  such  solicitor's  bill  of 
costs,  either  between  party  and  party  or  between  solicitor  and  client, 
whether  such  separate  pleadings  or  other  proceedings  were  necessary 
or  proper,  and  if  he  is  of  opinion  that  any  part  of  the  costs 
occasioned  thereby  has  been  unnecessarily  or  improperly  incurred, 
the  sanme  shall  be  disallowed. 

This  applies  to  two  or  more  defendants  in  the  same  action.  Where  the 
same  solicitor  was  employed  by  different  plaintiffs  in  two  actions  the  solicitor 
was  held  entitled  to  charge  for  drawing  a  brief,  as  if  two  different  solicitors 
had  been  employed,  though  the  facts  in  each  case  were  materially  the 
same  :  Mucklow  v.  Whitehead,  Oppcnshaw  v.  Whitehead,  23  L.  J.  Ex.  97—9  ; 
Ex.  384. 

9.  As  to  evidence,  such  just  and  reasonable  charges  and  expenses 
as  appear  to  have  been  properly  incurred  in  procuring  evidence,  and 
the  attendance  of  witnesses,  are  to  be  allowed. 

10.  As  to  agency  correspondence,  in  country  agency  causes  and 
matters,  if  it  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  taxing  oihcor  that 
such  correspondence  has  been  special  and  extensive,  he  is  to  be  at 
liberty  to  make  such  special  allowance  in  respect  thereof  as  in  his 
discretion  he  may  think  proper. 

11.  As  to  the  attendance  of  solicitors  upon  the  Registrars  in  the 
Chancery  Division  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  terms  of  and 
passing  judgments  or  orders,  the  taxing  officer  may,  in  such  cases 
as  are  i)rovided  for  by  Order  (52,  Rule  15,  make  such  special 
allowances  in  respect  thereof  as  he  shall  consider  reasonable. 

12.  As  to  attendances  at  the  Judges'  Chambers,  where,  from  the 
length  of  the  attendance,  or  from  the  difficulty  of  the  case,  the  Judge 
or  Master  shall  think  the  highest  of  the  fees  an  insufficient  remunera- 
tion for  the  services  performed,  or  where  the  preparation  of  the  case 
or  matter  to  lay  it  before  the  Judge  or  Master  in  Chambers,  or  on  a 
summons,  shall  have  required  skill  and  labour  for  which  no  fee  has 
been  allowed,  the  Judge  or  Master  may  allow^  such  fee,  in  lieu  of  the 
fee  of  £1  Is.  provided,  not  exceeding  £2  2s.,  or  where  the  higher 
scale  is  applicable  £8  'As.,  or  in  proceedings  to  wind  up  a  company 
£5  OS.,  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  fit ;  and  where  the 
preparation  of  the  case  or  matter  to  lay  it  before  a  Judge  at 
Chambers  on  a  summons  shall  have  required  and  received  from  the 
solicitor  such  extraordinary  skill  and  labour  as  materially  to  conduce 
to  the  satisfactory  and  speedy  disposal  of  the  business,  and  therefore 
shall  api)ear  to  the  Judge  to  deserve  higher  remuneration  than  the 
ordinary  fees,  the  Judge  may  allow  to  the  solicitor,  by  a  memorandum 
in  writing  expressly  made  for  that  purpose  and  signed  by  the  Judge, 
specifying  distinctly  the  grounds  of  such  allowance,  such  fee,  not 
exceeding  10  guineas,  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  fit,  instead 
of  the  fees  of  £2  2.s.,  £3  3s.,  and  £5  5s. 

13.  As  to  attendances  at  the  Judges'  Chambers,  where,  by  reason 
of  the  non-attendance  of  any  party  (unless  it  be  considered  expedient 
to  proceed  ox  jmrto),  or  where  l)y  reason  of  the  neglect  of  any  party 
in  not  being  prepared  with  any  proper  evidence,  account,  or  other 
proceeding,  Ihe  attendance  is  adjourned  without  any  useful  progress 
being  made,  the  Judge  may  order  such  an  amount  of  costs  (if  any) 
as  he  shall  think  reasonable  to  be  paid  to  the  party  attending  by  the 
party  so  absent  or  neglectful,  or  by  his  solicitor  personally  ;  and  the 
party  so  absent  or  neglectful  is  not  to  be  allowed  any  fee  as  against 
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any  other  party,  or  any  estate  or  fund  in  which  any  other  party  is 
interested. 

14.  A  foHo  is  to  comprise  72  words,  every  figure  comprised  in  a 
column,  or  authorised  to  be  used,  bein<2:  counted  as  one  word. 

15.  Such  costs  of  procuring  the  advice  of  counsel  on  the  pleadings, 
evidence,  and  proceedings  in  any  cause  or  matter  as  the  taxing  officer 
shall  in  his  discretion  think  just  and  reasonable,  and  of  procuring 
counsel  to  settle  such  pleadings  and  special  affidavits  as  the  taxing 
oflficer  shall  in  his  discretion  think  proper  to  be  settled  by  counsel, 
are  to  be  allowed  ;  but  as  to  affidavits  a  separate  fee  is  not  to  be 
allowed  for  each  affidavit,  but  one  fee  for  all  the  affidavits  proper  to 
be  so  settled,  which  are  or  ought  to  be  filed  at  the  same  time. 

IG.  As  to  counsel  attending  at  Judges'  Chambers,  no  costs  thereof 
shall  in  any  case  be  allowed,  unless  the  Judge  certifies  it  to  be  a 
proper  case  for  counsel  to  attend. 

This  certificate  is  necessary,  though  the  taxation  be  between  a  solicitor  and 
his  client :  Re  Chapman,  10  Q.  B.  D.  54. 

17.  As  to  inspection  of  documents  under  Order  31,  Rule  15,  no 
allowance  is  to  be  made  for  any  notice  or  inspection,  unless  it  is 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  taxing  officer  that  there  were  good 
and  sufficient  reasons  for  giving  such  notice  and  making  such 
inspection. 

18.  As  to  taking  copies  of  documents  in  possession  of  another 
party,  or  extracts  therel'rom,  under  Rules  of  Court  or  any  special 
order,  the  party  entitled  to  take  the  copy  or  extract  is  to  pay  the 
solicitor  of  the  party  producing  the  document  for  such  copy  or 
extract  as  he  may,  by  writing,  require,  at  the  rate  of  Ad.  per  folio  ; 
and  if  the  solicitor  of  the  party  producing  the  document  refuses  or 
neglects  to  supply  the  same,  the  solicitor  requiring  the  copy  or 
extract  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  make  it,  and  the  solicitor  for  the  party 
producing  is  not  to  be  entitled  to  any  fee  in  respect  thereof. 

Held  by  the  Court  of  Appeal  that  a  solicitor  was  not  entitled  to  charge 
4cZ.  per  folio  for  three  copies  made  at  once  by  a  type-writing  machine :  Re  Morse, 
65  L.  T.  552. 

19.  Where  any  petition  in  a  cause  or  matter  assigned  to  the 
Chancery  Division  is  served,  and  notice  is  given  to  the  party  served 
that  in  case  of  his  appearance  in  Court  his  costs  will  be  objected  to, 
and  accompanied  by  a  tender  of  costs  for  perusing  the  same,  the 
amount  to  be  tendered  shall  be  £1  10s.  The  party  making  such 
paym.ent  shall  be  allowed  the  same  in  his  costs,  provided  such  service 
was  propel',  but  not  otherwise  ;  but  this  order  is  without  prejudice 
to  the  rights  of  either  party  to  costs,  or  to  object  to  costs  where  no 
such  tender  is  made,  or  where  the  Court  or  Judge  shall  consider  the 
party  entitled,  notwithstanding  such  notice  or  tender,  to  appear  in 
Court.  In  any  other  case  in  which  a  solicitor  of  a  pai'ty  served 
necessarily  or  properly  peruses  any  such  petition,  without  appearing 
thereon,  he  is  to  be  allowed  a  fee  not  exceeding  the  amount  aforesaid. 

20.  The  Court  or  Judge  may,  at  the  hearing  of  any  cause  or 
matter,  or  upon  any  application  or  proceeding  in  any  cause  or  matter 
in  Court  or  at  Chambers,  and  whether  the  same  is  objected  to  or  not, 
direct  the  costs  of  any  indorsement  on  a  writ  of  summons,  pleading, 
summons,  affidavit,  evidence,  notice  requiring  a  statement  of  claim, 
notice  to  produce,  admit,  or  cross-examine  witnesses,  account,  state- 
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ment,  procuring  discovery  by  interrogatories  or  order,  applications 
for  time,  bills  of  costs,  service  of  notice  of  motion  or  summons,  or 
other  proceeding,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  is  improper,  vexatious, 
unnecessary,  or  contains  vexatious  or  unnecessary  matter,  or  is  of 
unnecessary  length,  or  caused  by  misconduct  or  negligence,  to  be 
disallowed,  or  may  direct  the  taxing  officer  to  look  into  the  same  and 
to  disallow  the  costs  thereof,  or  of  such  part  thereof  as  he  shall  find 
to  be  improper,  unnecessary,  vexatious,  or  to  contain  unnecessary 
matter,  or  to  be  of  unnecessary  length,  or  caused  by  misconduct  or 
negligence  ;  and  in  such  case  the  party  whose  costs  are  so  disallowed 
shall  pay  the  costs  occasioned  thereby  to  the  other  parties  ;  and  in 
any  case  where  such  question  shall  not  have  been  raised  before  and 
dealt  with  by  the  Court  or  Judge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  taxing 
officer  to  look  into  the  same  (and,  as  to  evidence,  althoui^h  the  same 
may  be  entered  as  read  in  any  decree  or  order)  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, and  thereupon  the  same  consequences  shall  ensue  as  if  he  had 
been  specially  directed  to  do  so  :  and  in  the  Queen's  Bench  Division 
the  ]\Iaster  shall  make  such  order  as  may  be  required  to  effect  the 
object  of  this  rule. 

21.  In  any  case  in  which,  under  the  last  preceding  regulation,  or 
any  other  Rule  of  Court,  or  by  the  order  or  direction  of  a  Court  or 
Judge,  or  otherwise,  a  party  eniitled  to  receive  costs  is  liable  to  pay 
costs  to  any  other  party,  the  taxing  officer  may  tax  the  costs  such 
party  is  so  liable  to  pay,  and  may  adjust  the  same  by  way  of  deduction 
or  set  off,  or  may,  if  he  shall  think  fit,  delay  the  allowance  of  the 
costs  such  party  is  entitled  to  receive  until  he  has  paid  or  tendered 
the  costs  he  is  liable  to  pay. ;  or  such  officer  may  allow  or  certify  the 
costs  to  be  paid,  and  direct  payment  thereof,  and  the  same  may  be 
recovered  by  the  party  entitled  thereto  in  the  same  manner  as  costs 
ordered  to  be  paid  may  be  recovered. 

22.  ^Yhere  in  the  Chancery  Division  any  question  as  to  any  costs 
is  under  Regulation  20  dealt  with  at  Chambers,  the  Chief  Clerk  is  to 
make  a  note  thereof,  and  state  the  same  on  his  allowance  of  the  fees 
for  attendances  at  Chambers,  or  otherwise  as  may  be  convenient  lor 
the  information  of  the  taxing  officer. 

23.  Where  any  party  appears  upon  any  application  or  proceeding 
in  Court  or  at  Chambers,  in  which  he  is  not  interested,  or  upon 
which,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  Court,  he  ought  not  to  attend, 
he  is  not  to  be  allowed  any  costs  of  such  appearance  unless  the  Court 
or  Judge  shall  expressly  direct  such  costs  to  be  allowed. 

24.  The  costs  of  applications  to  extend  the  time  for  taking  any 
proceedings  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  taxing  officer,  unless  the 
Court  or  Judge  shall  have  specially  directed  how  the  costs  are  to  be 
paid  or  borne.  The  taxing  officer  shall  not  allow  the  costs  of  more 
than  one  extension  of  time,  unless  he  is  satisfied  that  such  extension 
was  necessary,  and  could  not,  with  due  diligence,  have  been  avoided. 
The  costs  of  a  summons  to  extend  time  shall  not  be  allowed  in  cases 
to  which  Rule  8  of  Order  G-i  applies,  unless  the  party  taking  out 
such  summons  has  previously  applied  to  the  opposite  party  to 
consent,  and  he  has  not  given  a  consent,  to  a  sulhcient  extension 
of  time,  or  the  taxing  officer  shall  consider  there  was  a  good  reason 
for  not  making  such  application  ;  and  in  case  the  taxing  officer  shall 
not  allow  the  costs  of  such  summons,  and  shall  consider  that  the 
party  applying  ought  to  pay  the  costs  of  any  other  party  occasioned 
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thereby,  he  may  direct  such  payment,  or  deal  with  such  costs,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Regulation  21. 

25.  The  taxing  officers  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  of  any  Division 
thereof,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  any  proceeding  before  them,  have 
power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  shall,  in  relation  to  the 
taxation  of  costs,  perform  all  such  duties  as  have  heretofore  been  or 
are  by  general  orders  directed  to  be  performed  by  any  of  the  Masters, 
Taxing  Masters,  Registrars,  or  other  officers  of  any  of  the  Courts 
whose  jurisdiction  is  by  the  Principal  Act  transferred  to  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of  Appeal,  and  shall,  in  respect  thereof, 
have  such  powers  and  authorities  as  previous  to  the  commencement 
of  the  Principal  Act  were,  or  by  general  orders  are,  vested  in  any  of 
such  officers,  including  examining  witnesses,  directing  production 
of  books,  papers,  and  documents,  making  separate  certificates  or 
allocaturs,  requiring  any  party  to  be  represented  by  a  separate 
solicitor,  and  to  direct  and  adopt  all  such  other  proceedings  as  could 
be  directed  and  adopted  by  any  such  officer  on  references  for  the 
taxation  of  costs,  and  taking  accounts  of  w'hat  is  due  in  respect  of 
such  costs,  and  such  other  accounts  connected  therewith  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge. 

2(5.  Where  an  account  consists  in  part  of  any  bill  of  costs,  the 
Court  or  Judge  may  direct  the  taxing  officer  to  assist  in  settling  such 
costs,  not  being  the  ordinary  costs  of  passing  the  account  of  a 
receiver,  and  the  taxing  officer,  on  receiving  such  direction,  shall 
proceed  to  tax  such  costs,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  the 
same  fees  shall  be  payable  in  respect  thereof,  as  if  the  same  had  been 
referred  to  the  taxing  officer  by  an  order  ;  and  he  shall  return  the 
same,  with  his  opinion  thereon,  to  the  Court  or  Judge  by  Avhose 
direction  the  same  were  taxed. 

27.  The  taxing  officer  shall  have  authority  to  arrange  and  direct 
what  parties  are  to  attend  before  him  on  the  taxation  of  costs  to  be 
borne  by  a  fund  or  estate,  and  to  disallow  the  costs  of  any  party 
wdiose  attendance  such  officer  shall  in  his  discretion  consider 
unnecessary. 

28.  When  any  party  entitled  to  costs  refuses  or  neglects  to  bring 
in  his  costs  for  taxation,  or  to  procure  the  same  to  be  taxed,  and 
thereby  prejudices  any  other  party,  the  taxing  officer  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  certify  the  costs  of  the  other  parties,  and  certify  such 
refusal  or  neglect,  or  may  allow  such  party  refusing  or  neglecting  a 
nominal  or  other  sum  for  such  costs,  so  as  to  prevent  any  other  party 
being  prejudiced  by  such  refusal  or  neglect. 

29.  As  to  costs  to  be  paid  or  borne  by  another  party,  no  costs  are 
to  be  allowed  which  do  not  appear  to  the  taxing  officer  to  have  been 
necessary  or  proper  for  the  attainment  of  justice  or  defending  the 
rights  of  the  party,  or  which  appear  to  the  taxing  officer  to  have  been 
incurred  through  over-caution,  negligence,  or  mistake,  or  merely  at 
the  desire  of  the  party. 

The  costs  a  successful  litigant  is  entitled  to,  on  a  judgment  or  verdict,  are 
taxed  as  between  party  and  party,  and  to  such  costs  this  rule  more  particu- 
larly applies.  On  a  compromise  of  an  action  a  defendant  frequently  agrees  to 
pay  costs  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  in  which  case  the  plaintiff  is  allowed, 
on  taxation,  such  further  costs  as  the  defendant  has  notice  of,  or  he  may 
reasonably  infer  have  been  incurred  ;  e.g.,  in  the  above  case  of  a  compromised 
action,  where  the  defendant  has  agreed  to  pay  costs  as  between  solicitor  and 
■client,  in  which   three  counsel  have  been  briefed  by  the  plaintiff,  with  the 
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defendant's  knowledge,  the  three  would  be  allowed,  though  only  two  would 
have  been  allowed  between  party  and  party  ;  or  the  defendant  may  have 
agreed  to  pay  the  plaintiff's  costs  as  between  the  solicitor  and  his  client,  so 
that  the  client  should  have  no  bill  of  costs  to  pay  his  solicitor  with  respect  to 
the  action,  in  which  case  the  taxation  would  be  as  though  it  were  a  taxation 
between  a  solicitor  and  his  client. 

30.  As  to  any  work  and  labour  properly  performed  and  not  herein 
provided  for,  and  in  respect  of  which  fees  have  heretofore  been 
allowed,  the  same  or  similar  fees  are  to  be  allowed  for  such  work  and 
labour  as  have  heretofore  been  allowed. 

{See  Note  to  Appendix  N,  p.  24.). 

31.  Where  the  plaiutifl"  is  directed  to  pay  to  the  defendant  the 
costs  of  the  cause,  the  costs  occasioned  to  a  defendant  by  any 
amendment  of  the  plaintiff's  pleadings  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of 
such  defendant's  costs  in  the  cause  (except  as  to  any  amendment 
which  shall  appear  to  have  been  rendered  necessary  by  the  default  of 
-such  defendant)  ;  but  there  shall  be  deducted  from  such  costs  any 
sum  which  may  have  been  paid  by  the  plaintiff  according  to  the 
course  of  the  Court  at  the  time  of  any  amendment. 

32.  Where  upon  taxation  a  plaintiff  who  has  obtained  a  judgment 
with  costs  is  not  allowed  the  costs  of  any  amendment  of  his  pleadings 
on  the  ground  of  the  same  having  been  unnecessary,  the  defendant's 
costs  occasioned  by  such  amendment  shall  be  taxed,  and  the  amount 
thereof  deducted  from  the  costs  to  be  paid  by  the  defendant  to  the 
plaintiff. 

33.  Where  an  action  or  petition  is  dismissed  with  costs,  or  a 
motion  is  refused  witli  costs,  or  any  costs  are  by  any  general  or 
special  order  directed  to  be  paid,  the  taxing  officer  may  tax  such 
costs  without  any  order  referring  the  same  for  taxation,  unless  the 
Court  or  a  Judge  upon  the  application  of  the  party  alleging  himself 
to  be  aggrieved  prohibits  the  taxation  of  such  costs. 

34.  Where  it  is  directed  that  costs  shall  be  taxed  in  case  the 
parties  differ  about  the  same,  the  party  claiming  the  costs  shall  bring 
the  bill  of  costs  into  the  office  of  the  proper  taxing  officer,  and  give 
notice  of  his  having  so  done  to  the  other  party,  and  at  any  time 
within  eight  days  after  such  notice  such  other  party  shall  have 
liberty  to  inspect  the  same  without  fee,  if  he  thinks  fit.  And  at  or 
before  the  expiration  of  the  eight  days,  or  such  further  time  as  the 
taxing  officer  shall  in  his  discretion  allow,  such  other  party  shall 
either  agree  to  pay  the  costs  or  signify  his  dissent  therefrom,  and 
shall  thereupon  be  at  liberty  to  tender  a  sum  of  money  for  the  costs  ; 
but  where  he  makes  no  such  tender,  or  where  the  party  claiming  the 
costs  refuses  to  accept  the  sum  so  tendered,  the  taxing  officer  shall 
proceed  to  tax  the  costs  ;  and  where  the  taxed  costs  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  tendered,  the  costs  of  the  taxation  shall  be  borne  by  the 
party  claiming  the  costs. 

35.  Where  any  costs  are  by  any  judgment  or  order  directed  tobe 
taxed  and  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  or  fund  in  Court,  the  taxing 
officer  in  his  certificate  of  taxation  shall  state  the  total  amount  of 
all  such  costs  as  taxed  without  any  direction  for  that  purpose  in  such 
judgment  or  order. 

36.  The  allowances  in  respect  of  fees  to  the  Conveyancing  Counsel 
of  the  Court,  and  to  any  accountants,  merchants,  engineers,  actuaries, 
and  other  scientific  persons  to  whom  any  question  is  referred,  shall 
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be  regulated  by  the  taxing;  oflEicers,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Court  or 
Judge,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

37.  The  rules,  orders,  and  practice  of  any  Court  whose  jurisdiction 
is  transferred  to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of  Appeal, 
relating  to  costs,  and  the  allowance  of  the  fees  of  solicitors  and 
attorneys,  and  the  taxation  of  costs,  existing  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Principal  Act,  shall,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Principal  Act  and  these  Eules,  remain  in  force  and  be 
applicable  to  costs  of  the  same  or  analogous  proceedings,  and  to 
the  allowance  of  the  fees  of  solicitors  of  the  Supreme  Court  and 
the  taxation  of  costs  in  the  High  Court  of  Justice  and  Court  of 
Appeal. 

The  old  rules  of  the  Court  of  Chancer}',  where  unaltered  by  these  Rules,  are 
still  in  force,  and  are  acted  on  by  the  Taxing  Masters  in  the  Chancery 
Division  :    See  Pringle  v.  Gloag,  10  C.  D.  676. 

38.  As  to  all  fees  or  allowances  which  are  discretionary,  the  same 
are,  unless  otherwise  provided,  to  be  allowed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
taxing  officer,  who,  in  the  exercise  of  such  discretion,  is  to  take  into- 
consideratiou  the  other  fees  and  allowances  to  the  solicitor  and 
counsel,  if  any,  in  respect  of  the  work  to  which  any  such  allowance 
applies,  the  nature  and  imi3ortance  of  the  cause  or  matter,  the  amount 
involved,  the  interest  of  the  parties,  the  fund  or  persons  to  bear  the 
costs,  the  general  conduct  and  costs  of  the  proceedings,  and  all  other 
circumstances  :  and  where  a  party  is  entitled  to  sign  judgment  for 
his  costs,  the  taxing  officer,  in  taxing  the  costs,  may  allow  a  fixed 
sum  for  the  costs  of  the  judgment. 

38a.  If  in  any  case  in  which  a  taxation  is  directed  with  a  view  to 
the  payment  of  the  costs  out  of  a  fund  or  estate  (real  or  personal),  or 
out  of  the  assets  of  a  company  in  liquidation,  the  costs  shall  have 
been  increased  by  unnecessary  delay,  or  by  improper,  vexatious,  or 
unnecessary  proceedings,  or  by  other  misconduct  or  negligence,  or  if 
from  any  other  cause  the  amount  of  the  costs  shall  be  excessive, 
having  regard  to  the  value  of  the  fund,  estate,  or  assets  to  which 
they  i-elate,  or  other  circumstances,  the  taxing  officer  shall  allow  only 
such  an  amount  of  costs  as  would  have  been  incurred  if  the  litigation 
had  been  properly  conducted,  and  shall  assess  the  same  at  a  gross 
sum,  and  shall  (if  necessary)  apportion  the  amount  among  the 
parties.  The  provisions  as  to  the  review  of  taxations  shall  apply  to 
allowances  and  certificates  under  this  Eule. 

38b.  If  on  the  taxation  of  a  bill  of  costs  payable  out  of  a  fund  or 
estate  (real  or  personal),  or  out  of  the  assets  of  a  company  in  liquida- 
tion, the  amount  of  the  professional  charges  contained  in  the  bill  is 
reduced  by  a  sixth  part,  no  co&ts  shall  be  allowed  to  the  solicitor 
leaving  the  bill  for  taxation  for  drawing  and  copying  it,  nor  for 
attending  the  taxation. 

39.  Any  party  who  may  be  dissatisfied  Avith  the  allowance  _  or 
disallowance  by  the  taxing  officer,  in  any  bill  of  costs  taxed  by  him, 
of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  item  or  items,  may,  at  any  time 
before  the  certificate  or  allocatur  is  signed,  deliver  to  the  other  party 
interested  therein,  and  carry  in  before  the  taxing  officer,  an  objection 
in  writing  to  such  allowance  or  disallowance,  specifying  therein  by  a 
list,  in  a  short  and  concise  form,  the  item  or  items,  or  parts. or  part 
thereof,  objected  to,  and  the  grounds  and  reasons  for  such  objections, 
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and  may  thereupon  apply  to  the  taxing  officer  to  review  the  taxation 
in  respect  of  the  same. 

40.  Upon  such  appUcation  the  taxino-  officer  shall  reconsider  and 
review  his  taxation  upon  such  objections,  and  he  may,  if  he  shall 
think  fit,  receive  further  evidence  in  respect  thereof,  and,  if  so 
required  by  either  party,  he  shall  state  either  in  his  certificate  of 
taxation  or  allocatur,  or  by  reference  to  such  objection,  the  grounds 
and  reasons  of  his  decision  thereon,  and  any  special  facts  or  circum- 
stances relating  thereto. 

41.  Any  party  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  certificate  or 
allocatur  of  the  taxing  officer,  as  to  any  item  or  part  of  an  item 
which  may  have  been  objected  to  as  aforesaid,  may  within  14  days 
from  the  date  of  the  certificate  or  allocatur,  or  such  other  time  as  the 
Court  or  Judge,  or  taxing  officer,  at  the  time  he  signs  his  certificate 
or  allocatur,  may  allow,  apply  to  the  Judge  at  Cliambers  for  an  order 
to  review  the  taxation  as  to  the  same  item  or  part  of  an  item,  and  the 
Judge  may  thereupon  make  such  order  as  the  Judge  may  think  just  ; 
but  the  certificate  or  allocatur  of  the  taxing  officer  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  as  to  all  matters  which  shall  not  have  been  objected  to  in 
manner  aforesaid. 

42.  Such  application  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Judge 
upon  the  evidence  which  shall  have  been  brought  in  before  the 
taxing  officer,  and  no  further  evidence  shall  be  received  upon  the 
hearing  thereof,  unless  the  Judge  shall  otherwise  direct. 

43.  When  a  writ  of  summons  for  the  commencement  of  an  action 
shall  be  issued  from  a  District  Kegistry,  and  when  an  action  proceeds 
in  a  District  Registry,  all  fees  and  allowances,  and  rules  and 
directions  relating  to  costs,  which  would  be  applicable  to  such 
proceeding  if  the  writ  of  summons  were  issued  at  the  Central  Office, 
and  if  the  action  proceeded  in  London,  shall  apply  to  such  writ  of 
summons  issued  from  and  other  proceedings  in  the  District  Eegistry.

shall  appear  to  the  taxing  officer  for  some  special  reason  that  a 
conference  was  necessary  or  proper. 

46.  In  any  case  in  which  under  Rule  12  of  this  Order  the  scale  of 
costs  in  County  Courts  is  applicable,  the  costs  of  briefing  more  than 
one  counsel  shall  not  be  allowed,  unless  the  taxing  officer  shall,  for 
special  reasons,  be  of  opinion  that  briefing  more  than  one  counsel 
was  proper. 

47.  Where  the  costs  of  retaining  two  counsel  may  properly  be 
allowed,  such  allowance  may  be  made  although  both  such  counsel 
may  have  been  selected  from  the  outer  bar. 

48.  As  to  refresher  fees,  when  any  cause  or  matter  is  to  be  tried 
or  heard  upon  viva  voce  evidence  in  open  Court,  if  the  trial  shall 
extend  over  more  than  one  day,  and  shall  occupy  either  on  the  first 
day  only,  or  partly  on  the  first  and  partly  on  a  subsequent  day  or 
days,  more  than  five  hours,  without  being  concluded,  the  taxing 
offi'ccr  may  allow,  for  every  clear  day  subsequent  to  that  on  which 
the  five  hours  shall  have  expired,  the  following  fees  : —

The  like  allowances  may  be  made  where  the  evidence  in  chief  is 
not  taken  viva  voce,  if  the  trial  on  hearing  shall  be  substantially 
prolonged  beyond  such  period  of  five  hours,  to  be  so  computed  as 
aforesaid,  by  the  cross-examination  of  witnesses  whose  affidavits  or 
depositions  have  been  used,  provided  that  in  the  taxation  of  costs 
between  sohcitor  and  chent  the  taxing  officer  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
allow  larger  fees,  under  special  circumstances  to  be  stated  by  him. 

This  rule  only  applies  to  daily  refreshers  on  trials.  If  the  hearing  of  a  case 
in  the  Court  of  Appeal  or  Divisional  Court  extend  over  more  than  one  day 
the  Master  may  allow  a  refresher  fee  by  way  of  increase  to  the  brief  fee  where 
such  fee  in  his  opinion  is  insufficient :  Easton  v.  London  Joint  Stock  Bank, 
38  C.  D.  25. 

As  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  "  more  than  five  hours,"  see  O'Haray.  Elliott, 
(1893)  1  Q.  B.  362,  in  which  case  it  was  held  that  five  hours  formed  a  first  day's 
work,  and  that  a  refresher  fee  might  be  allowed  for  a  second  day  although  the 
five  hours  expired  on  the  second  day.  The  time  of  the  mid-day  adjournment- 
held  to  be  part  of  the  five  hours  :  Collins  v.  Worley,  60  L.  T.  748.

The  Right  Honourable  Roundell,  Earl  of  Selborne,  Lord 
High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britaix,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  undersigned  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  doth  hereby,  in  pursuance  and  execution  of  the  powers 
given  by  the  Supreme  Conrt  of  Judicature  Act,  1875,  and  all  other 
powers  and  authorities  enabling  him  in  this  behalf,  order  and  direct 
in  manner  following  : — 

1.  The  fees  and  percentages  contained  in  the  schedule  hereto  are 
fixed  and  appointed  to  be,  and  shall  be  taken  in  the  High  Court  of 
Justice,  and  in  the  Court  of  A]ipcal,  and  in  any  Court  to  be  created 
by  any  commission,  and  in  any  office  which  is  connected  with  any 
of  those  Courts,  or  in  which  any  business  connected  with  any  of  those 
Courts  is  conducted,  and  by  any  officer  paid  wholly  or  partly  out  of 
public  moneys  who  is  attached  to  any  of  those  Courts,  or  the  Supreme 
Court  or  any  Judge  of  those  Courts,  or  any  of  them.  And  the  said 
fees  and  percentages  shall,  until  otherwise  determined  by  the 
Treasury,  be  taken  by  stamps  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore, 
except  those  taken  in  the  District  Registries,  which  shall,  until 
otherwise  determined  by  the  Treasury,  be  taken  as  the  fees  and 
percentages  are  now  taken. 

2.  The  provisions  in  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  any  of 
the  matters  following  {that  is  to  say)  : — 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  in  respect  of  any  of  the  jurisdic- 
tions which  are  not,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Acts, 
1873  and  1875,  transferred  to  the  High  Court  of  Justice  or  the 
Court  of  Appeal ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  in  respect  of  any  matters  within 
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the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Probate  at  the  time  of  the 
passiug'  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Act,  1875,  other 
than  probate  actions,  or  in  respect  of  any  ap]:)eal  in  bankruptcy  ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  in  respect  of  any  criminal  pro- 
ceedings, other  than  such  proceedings  on  the  Crown  side  of  the 
Queen's  Bench  Division  as  the  scale  contained  in  the  schedule 
hereto  may  be  applicable  to  ; 

The  existing  fees  and  pei"centages  in  respect  of  matters  on  the 
revenue  side  of  the  Queen's  Bench  Division,  and  proceedings 
and  business  in  the  office  of  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  other 
than  such  matters,  proceedings,  and  business  as  the  scale  con- 
tained in  the  schedule  hereto  may  be  applicable  to  ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  authorised  to  be  taken  by  any 
sheriff,  under-sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  bailiff,  or  other  officer  or 
minister  of  a  sheriff  ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  directed  to  be  taken  or  paid  by 
any  Act  of  Parliament,  and  in  respect  of  which  no  fee  or  per- 
centage is  hereby  provided  ; 

The  existing  fees  and  percentages  which  shall  have  become  due  or 
payable  before  this  Order  comes  into  operation. 

3.  Save  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  Order,  all  existing  fees  and 
percentages  which  may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  Courts  whose  jurisdic- 
tion is,  by  the  Judicature  Acts,  1873  and  1875,  transferred  to  the 
High  Court  of  Justice  or  Court  of  Appeal,  or  in  any  office  which  is 
connected  with  any  of  those  Courts,  or  in  which  any  business  con- 
nected with  any  of  those  Courts  is  conducted,  or  by  any  officer  paid 
wholly  or  partly  out  of  public  moneys  who  is  attached  to  any  of  those 
Courts,  or  the  Supreme  Court,  or  any  Judge  of  those  Courts  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  abolished. 

4.  A_folio  is  to  comprise  72  words,  every  figure  comprised  in  a 
column,  or  authorised  to  be  used,  being  counted  as  one  word. 

5.  The  provisions  of  Order  71  of  the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
1883,  shall  apply  to  this  Oixler.

I.    COSTS    IN    THE    CHANCERY 
DIVISION. 


Costs  in  the  Chancery  Division  are  taxed,  as  between  party  and 
party,  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  as  between  solicitor  and  client 
too-ethcr  with  charges  and  expenses,  and  as  between  solicitors  and 
their  own  clients  nnder  the  Solicitors'  Acts. 

In  actions  which  may  be  brought  either  in  the  Chancery  or 
Queen's  Bench  Division,  such  as  actions  brought  to  restrain  the 
infringement  of  a  patent  and  lor  an  injunction  and  damages,  the 
costs  are  taxed  as  between  party  and  party  and  on  the  same  principle 
in  each  of  those  divisions  under  Appendix  N. 

The  only  material  difference  between  the  costs  of  the  two  divisions 
in  taxations  as  between  party  and  party  is  with  respect  to  allowances 
for  preparing  summonses  and  attending  on  summonses  which,  in  the 
Chancery  Division  (Appendix  N.,  ]S[o."l52)  are  to  be  fixed  ''by  the 
Judge  or  Chief  Clerk  as  heretofore,"  and  in  drawing  up  special 
orders. 

Trustees  and  personal  representatives  who  are  parties  to  actions  in 
the  Chancery  Division  are  usually  allowed  costs  as  between  sohcitor 
and  client  out  of  the  trust  fund  of  the  estate,  and  in  cases  in  which 
they  have  incurred  expenses  in  execution  of  their  trusts,  besides  costs 
the  Court  usually  orders  their  costs  to  be  taxed  as  between  solicitor 
and  client  with  "  charges  and  expenses  "  properly  incurred. 


The  precedents  in  all  the  divisions  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
are  on  the  usual  (Lower)  Scale,  unless  stated  to  be  on  the  Higher 
Scale.

By  section  20  of  the  Companies  (Winding  up)  Act,  1890,  the  Lord 
■Chancellor  is  empowered,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
to  make  rules  for  carrying  that  Act  into  effect. 

The  rules  so  made,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  costs  and  Court  fees,  are 
set  out  in  the  following  pages. 

The  Judicature  Rules  and  the  scale  of  costs  in  Appendix  X  also 
apply  to  costs  in  winding  up  matters  as  far  as  applicable  :  R.  S.  C, 
Order  05,  Rule  37. 
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GENEEAL  EULES  MADE  PURSUANT  TO  SEC- 
TION 20  OF  THE  COMPANIES  (WINDING 
UP)  ACT,  1890. 


Taxation  of  Costs. 

llviA-:  •22.  The  provisions  of  the  following  rules  numbered  23  to  30 
shall  apiily  to  the  taxation  and  allowance  of  costs  payable  by  or  to 
the  ollieial  receiver  or  liquidator  or  which  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
assets  of  the  company. 

EuLK  23.  Every  person  whose  bill  or  charges  is  or  are  to  be  taxed 
shall  in  all  cases  give  not  less  than  four  days'  notice  of  the  appoint- 
ment to  tax  the  same  to  the  official  receiver  and  to  the  liquidator  (if 
any). 

liULE  24.  The  bill  or  charges,  if  incurred  prior  to  the  appointment 
of  a  liquidator,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  official  receiver,  and  if  in- 
curi-ed  after  the  appointment  of  a  li(]uidator,  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
liquidator,  three  clear  days  before  the  application  for  the  appoint- 
ment to  tax  the  same  is  made.  The  official  receiver  or  the  liquidator, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  forthwith,  on  receiving  notice  of  taxation,, 
lodge  such  bill  or  charges  with  the  proper  taxing  officer. 

KuLK  25.  Every  person  whose  bill  or  charges  is  or  are  to  be  taxed 
shall,  on  application  either  of  the  official  receiver  or  the  liquidator, 
furnish  a  copy  of  his  bill  of  charges  so  to  be  taxed  on  payment  at  the 
rate  of  Ad.  per  folio,  which  payment  shall  be  charged  on  the  assets  of 
the  company.  The  official  receiver  shall  call  the  attention  of  the 
liquidator  to  any  items  which,  in  his  opinion,  ought  to  be  disallowed 
or  reduced,  and  may  attend  or  be  represented  on  the  taxation. 

ItULK  2(;.  Where  any  party  to,  or  person  affected  by,  any  proceed- 
ing desires  to  make  an  application  for  an  order  that  he  be  allowed  his 
costs,  or  any  part  of  them,  incident  to  such  proceeding,  and  such 
application  is  not  made  at  the  time  of  the  proceeding, —  "" 

(1.)  Such  party  or  person  shall  serve  notice  of  his  intended 
application  on  the  official  receiver,  and,  if  a  liquidator  has  been 
appointed,  on  the  liquidator. 

(2.)  The  official  receiver  and  liquidator  may  appear  on  such 
application  and  object  thereto. 

(3.)  No  costs  of  or  incident  to  such  application  shall  be  allowed  to 
the  applicant,  unless  the  Court  is  satisfied  that  the  application  could 
not  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  the  proceeding. 

Rule  27.  Upon  the  taxation  of  any  bill  of  costs,  chai'ges,  or 
expenses  being  completed,  the  taxing  officer  shall  issue  to  the  person 
presenting  such  bill  for  taxation  his  certificate  of  taxation.  The  bill 
of  costs,  charges  and  expenses  shall  be  filed. 

Rule  2s.  Every  taxing  officer  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  bills  taxed 
by  him  in  windings  up  under  these  rules,  and  shall,  within  14  days  after 
the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  make  a  return  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  of  all  bills  taxed  by  him  during  the  12  months  preceding  such 
31st  day  of  October. 
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Rule  29.  Before  the  bill  or  charges  of  any  solicitor,  manager, 
accountant,  auctioneer,  broker,  or  other  person  employed  by  an 
otlicial  receiver  or  liquidator,  is  or  are  taxed,  a  certificate  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  official  receiver  or  liquidator,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  produced  to  the  taxing  officer  setting  forth  whether  any,  and  if 
so  what,  special  terms  of  remuneration  have  been  agreed  to,  and  in 
the  case  of  the  bill  of  costs  of  a  solicitor  a  copy  of  the  resolution  or 
other  authority  sanctioning  the  employment. 

Rule  30.  (1.)  AVhere  any  bill  of  costs,  charges,  fees,  or  disbursements 
of  any  solicitor,  manager,  accountant,  auctioneer,  broker,  or  other 
person  has  been  taxed  by  a  Registrar  of  a  Court  other  than  the  High 
Court,  the  Board  of  Trade  may  require  the  taxation  to  be  reviewed 
by  a  Taxing  Master  of  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court. 

(2.)  In  any  case  in  which  the  Board  of  Trade  require  such  a 
review  of  taxation  as  is  above  mentioned  they  shall  give  notice  to  the 
person  whose  bill  has  been  taxed,  and  shall  apply  to  the  Taxing 
Master  of  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  to  appoint  a  time 
for  the  review  of  such  taxation,  and  thereupon  such  Taxing  Master 
shall  appoint  a  time  for  the  review  of,  and  shall  review,  such  taxation, 
and  certify  the  result  thereof.  The  Board  of  Trade  shall  give  to  the 
person  whose  bill  of  costs  is  to  be  reviewed  notice  of  the  time 
appointed  for  the  review. 

(3.)  Where  any  such  review  of  taxation  as  is  above  mentioned  is 
required  to  be  made  by  a  Taxing  Master  of  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  the  Registrar  whose  taxation  is  to  be  reviewed  shall 
forward  to  the  said  Taxing  Master  the  bill  which  is  required  to  be 
reviewed. 

(4.)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  appear  upon  the  review  of  the 
taxation  ;  and  if,  upon  the  review  of  the  taxation,  the  bill  is  allowed 
at  a  lower  sum  than  the  sum  allowed  on  the  original  taxation,  the 
amount  disallowed  shall  (if  the  bill  has  been  paid)  be  repaid  to  the 
official  receiver,  or  the  liquidator,  or  other  person  entitled  thereto. 
The  certificate  of  the  Taxing  Master  shall  in  every  case  of  a  review 
by  him  under  this  rule  be  a  sufficient  authority  to  entitle  the 
person  to  whom  the  amount  disallowed  ought  to  be  repaid  to  demand 
such  amount  from  the  person  liable  to  repay  the  same.

The  assets  of  a  company  which  is  being  wound  up,  remain- 
ing after  payment  of  the  fees  and  actual  expenses  incurred  in  realising 
or° getting  in  the  assets,  shall,  subject  to  any  order  of  the  Court  and, 
if  the  winding  up  is  in  the  Stannaries  Court,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Stannaries  Act,  1887,  be  liable  to  the  following 
payments,  which  shall  be  made  in  the  following  order  of  priority, 
namely  : —

III.    COSTS  IN  LUNACY. 


The  costs  of  all  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
a  person  is  a  lunatic,  and  of  all  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  a  lunatic, 
are  in  the  discretion  of  the  Judge  in  Lunacy,  who  may  order  the  costs 
to  be  paid  by  the  lunatic,  or  alleged  lunatic,  or  to  be  paid  out  of  his 
estate,  or  by  any  other  party  to  the  proceedings. 

And  in  the  case  of  the  death  of  the  lunatic,  or  alleged  lunatic,  an 
order  for  payment  of  costs  out  of  his  estate  may  be  made  within  six 
years  after  the  right  to  recover  the  costs  has  accrued,  and  every  such 
order  shall  have  the  effect  of  an  order  of  the  High  Court  :  Lunacy 
Act,  IH'JO,  section  109. 

The  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  to  costs  apply,  subject  to  the 
lunacy  rules,  and  solicitors  are  entitled  to  charge  the  fees  they  would 
be  allowed  for  similar  w^ork  in  the  Chancery  Division. 

The  costs  of  proceedings  pending  at  the  time  the  Lunacy  Rules  of 
1892  came  into  force  are  to  be  taxed  according  to  Eule  107  of  the 
Lunacy  Rules,  1890,  which  provides  for  their  taxation  on  the  higher 
scale  where  the  income  of  the  lunatic  exceeds  £300  per  annum 
(Rule  111),  p.  226. 

In  a  case  in  which  the  result  of  the  inquisition  was  that  the  alleged 
lunatic  was  found  not  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  the  Court  allowed  the 
petitioner  costs  as  against  the  alleged  lunatic,  although  the  petition 
was  dismissed,  on  the  ground  that  the  circumstances  justified  the 
petition  being  filed:  Re  Cathcart,  1  Ch.  (1892)  549,  and  1  Ch. 
(1893)406.

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THE   RULES   IN   LUNACY,    1892. 
AS  TO   COSTS. 

liULE  10.  The  Masters  may  make  orders  as  regards  administration 
and  management,  and  they  may  direct  by  wliom  and  in  what  manner 
the  costs  of  any  proceedings  are  to  be  paid. 

21.  If  in  any  case,  in  which  the  application  is  not  by  these  rules 
or  by  the  Judge  or  Masters  directed  to  be  made  by  petition,  a 
petition  is  presented  without  the  direction  of  the  Judge  or  Masters, 
no  further  costs  shall  be  allowed  than  would  be  allowed  upon  a 
summons. 

4(t.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the  Masters  shall  once 
in  the  matter  of  each  lunatic  so  found  by  inquisition,  and  may  as 
often  as  they  think  it  expedient,  determine  which,  if  any,  of  the  next- 
of-kin,  and  what  other  persons,  if  any,  are  to  attend  the  proceedings 
or  any  particular  proceeding,  and  only  those  persons  (if  any),  to  whom 
the  jMasters  have  given  leave  to  attend,  shall  be  entitled  to  notice  of 
or  be  allowed  to  attend  on  any  proceeding  at  the  cost  of  the  estate, 
except  by  special  leave  first  obtained. 

43.  The  Masters  may  direct  that  several  parties,  appearing  before 
them  by  different  solicitors,  shall  appear  by  the  same  solicitor,  or  that 
several  parties,  appearing  before  them  by  the  same  solicitor,  shall 
appear  by  different  solicitors.  Where  parties,  directed  to  appear  by 
the  same  solicitor,  cannot  agree  upon  the  solicitor  to  represent  them, 
the  ]\Iaster  may  nominate  the  solicitor  ;  and  if  any  of  such  parties 
insists  upon  appearing  by  a  different  solicitor  he  shall  do  so  at  his 
own  cost. 

73.  The  committee  of  the  estate  shall  annually,  or  at  such  longer 
or  shorter  periods  as  the  Masters  fix,  deliver  his  accounts  or  affidavit 
in  lieu  of  accounts  into  the  Masters'  office,  and  attend  before  the 
]\Iasters  at  or  within  such  time  as  the  Masters  fix,  and  have  his 
accounts  taken  and  passed,  and  the  ]\Iasters  shall  make  to  him  all  just 
allowances,  including  an  allowance  of  his  reasonable  and  proper  costs, 
charges  and  expenses  of  passing  the  account,  and  those  of  the  next- 
of-kin,  and  other  persons  (if  any)  allowed  to  attend  on  the  passing  of 
the  account,  at  the  cost  of  the  estate. 

89.  Every  affidavit  shall  bo  drawn  up  in  the  first  person,  and  shall 
be  divided  into  paragraphs,  and  every  paragraph  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively,  and  as  nearly  as  may  be  shall  be  confined  to  a  distinct 
portion  of  the  subject.  Every  affidavit  shall  be  written  or  printed 
bookwise.  No  costs  shall  be  allowed  for  any  affidavit  or  part  of  an 
affidavit  substantially  departing  from  this  rule. 

110.  The  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  to  costs  for  the  time  being 
in  force  shall,  subject  to  these  rules,  apply  to  the  costs  of  proceedings 
under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  181)0  and  1801,  taken  after  the  commence- 
ment of  these  rules  in  any  matter. 

111.  In  proceedings  pending  at  the  commencement  of  these  rules, 
the  rules  as  to  costs  in  lunacy  aj^plicable  before  the  commencement  of 
these  rules  shall  continue  to  apply. 
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112.  In  all  cases  not  otherwise  herein  specially  provided  for, 
solicitors  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  be  allowed  the  fees  they 
would  be  entitled  to  char<i;e,  and  be  allowed  for  work  and  labour  of  a 
similar  character  transacted  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High 
Court. 

113.  Xo  allowance  shall  be  made  for  refreshments  upon 
inquisitions. 

114.  Costs  of  proceedings  under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  1890  and  1891, 
shall  be  taxed  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  j\Iasters.  Charges 
and  expenses  shall  not  be  allowed,  except  to  committees  of  the  estate 
or  person,  unless  under  special  circumstances  the  Judge  or  Masters  in 
any  case  direct  them  to  be  allowed. 

115.  Where  it  is  ordered  that  any  costs,  or  costs,  charges  and 
expenses  be  taxed,  the  Masters  shall  tax  and  certify  such  costs,  or 
costs,  charges  and  expenses,  and  shall  certify  the  names  of  the 
respective  solicitors  to  whom  the  same  should  be  paid  ;  and  due  notice 
of  attending  the  Masters  on  the  taxation  shall  be  given  to  such  parties 
as  have  liberty  to  attend  on  the  proceedings  in  the  matter  ;  and  where 
it  is  ordered  that  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  any  committee  or 
party  in  the  matter  of  any  application  under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  1890 
and  1891,  be  taxed,  the  Masters,  in  taxing  such  costs,  charges  and 
expenses,  shall  not  allow  the  costs,  charges  or  expenses  of  any 
application  upon  which  no  order  has  been  drawn  up,  or  of  any 
evidence  in  relation  thereto,  unless  they  direct  the  same  to  be  allowed 
as  costs  in  the  matter,  and  shall  not  allow  the  costs,  charges  or 
expenses  of  or  incidental  to  any  application  before  the  Masters  which 
they  have  refused,  unless  the  Masters  are  of  opinion  that  such 
application  was  proper. 

119.  Where  it  is  ordered  that  the  committee  of  the  estate  do  pay 
any  sums  of  money  for  maintenance,  he  shall  pay  the  same  out  of 
income,  and  where  it  is  ordered  that  he  do  pay  any  costs,  he  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  pay  the  same,  when  taxed,  out  of  any  moneys 
coming  to  his  hands,  after  providing  for  the  maintenance. 

Percentage  and  Fees.* 

126.  There  shall  be  paid  a  percentage  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent. 
per  annum  on  the  clear  annual  income,  amounting  to  £100  and 
upwards,  of  every  lunatic  so  found  by  inquisition,  but  so  that  no 
larger  sum  shall  be  payable  in  any  case  in  any  one  year  than  £400. 

127.  In  the  case  of  lunatics  not  so  found  by  iuquisition  and  of 
persons  mentioned  in  section  IIG  (1.)  (jJ.)  of  the  Luuacy  Act,  1S90, 
with  respect  to  whose  property  orders  have  been  made  under  which 
income  is  from  time  to  time  dealt  with  or  made  available,  there  shall 
be  paid  a  percentage  at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
clear  annual  income  amounting  to  £100  and  upwards  so  dealt  witli  or 
made  available,  but  so  that  no  larger  sum  shall  be  payable  in  any  case 

*  By  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  section  148  (4.),  where  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the 
Judge  in  Lunacy  that  the  property  of  a  lunatic  does  not  exceed  £700  in  value, 
or  that  the  income  thereof  does  not  exceed  £50  per  annum,  he  may  order  (if 
he  thinks  fit)  that  no  fee  shall  be  taken  or  percentage  levied  in  relation  to 
the  proceedings  in  the  matter  or  the  property,  as  from  the  date  of  the  order 
or  such  other  time  as  he  directs  during  the  continuance  of  the  lunacy,  or 
imtil  further  notice.

143.  The  copies  shall  be  ready  to  be  delivered  at  the  expiration 
of  48  hoiirs  after  the  delivery  of  such  request  and  undertaking, 
or  within  such  other  time  as  the  Judge  in  any  case  directs,  and 
shall  be  delivered  accordingly  upon  demand  and  payment  of  the 
proper  charges. 

144.  The  charges  for  all  such  copies  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
4(1.  per  folio  of  72  words,  every  figure  comprised  in  a  column  being 
counted  as  one  word. 

145.  The  folios  of  all  copies  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  in  the 
margin  thereof,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or  solicitor 
by  whom  the  same  are  made  shall  be  indorsed  thereon,  and  such 
party  or  solicitor  shall  be  answerable  for  the  same  being  true  copies 
of  the  originals  or  of  the  office  copies  of  the  originals  of  which  they 
respectively  purport  to  be  copies,  as  the  case  may  be. 

146.  Any  party  or  solicitor  who  has  taken  any  office  copy  under 
these  rules  shall  produce  the  same  in  Court  or  at  the  office  of  the 
Masters  when  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  proceedings  to  which 
the  same  relate. 

147.  All  office  copies  and  copies  to  be  furnished  by  parties  or  their 
solicitors  shall  be  written  on  paper  of  a  convenient  size,  with  a

By  Order  (;8  (Rule  2)  of  the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
by  Order  oOO  of  the  Crown  Oflfice  Rules,  188(5,  Order  GT)  of  the 
Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  (Costs)  is,  as  far  as  it  is  applicable,, 
to  apply  to  all  civil  proceedings  on  the  Crown  side  of  the  (,)ueen's 
Bench  Division,  includinii'  maiulamus  and  prohibition,  aud  also  to 
quo  warranto,  and  to  all  proceedings  on  the  Revenue  side  of  the 
said  Division. 

The  allowances  in  Appendix  X.  consequently  apply  to  taxation 
in  the  Crown  Office,  and  the  precedents  of  Bills  of  Costs  in  the 
Queen's  Bench  Division  already  set  out,  may  be  adapted  to  similar 
proceedinjis  on  the  Crown  side  of  that  Division  where  no  precedent 
is  o-iven  amony'  the  form  of  Bills  of  Costs  in  the  Crown  Office. 

The  practice  on  appeals  from  County  Courts  and  other  inferior 
Courts  to  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  is  regulated  by  Order  51) 
of  the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  appeal  is  by  notice  of 
motion,  no  rule  nisi  or  order  to  show  cause  is  necessary.  The 
appellant's  solicitor  must  apply  to  the  Jud<i-e  of  the  inferior  Court 
for  a  copy  of  his  notes.*  if  the  County  Court  Judu'e's  notes  are 
not  forthcomin<;-  the  Divisional  Court  will  receive  afhdavits  of  the 
facts. t  The  costs  of  the  proceedinus  arc  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court,  and  usually  follow  the  event  of  the  appeal  :  J iidiratiirc  Art,.

ELECTION    PETlTlOxXS. 


The  costs  of  all  proceedings  relating  to  parliamentary  election 
petitions  are  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and  generally  follow  the 
event,  though  there  have  been  many  exceptions  to  that  rule  where 
there  have  been  special  circumstances  to  displace  the  general  rule. 
Section  41  of  the  Parliamentary  Election  Petitions  Act,  1SG8 
(;51  &  '32  Vict.,  c.  12.")),  enacts  as  follows  : — "All  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses  of  and  incidental  to  the  presentation  of  a  petition 
under  this  Act,  and  to  the  proceedings  conse([uent  thereon,  with  the 
exception  of  such  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  as  are  by  this  Act 
otherwise  provided  for,''  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  parties  to  the 
petition  in  such  manner  and  in  such  proportions  as  the  Court  or 
Judge  may  determine,  regard  being  had  to  the  disallowance  of  nny 
costs,  charges,  or  expenses  which  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  or 
Judge,  have  been  caused  by  vexatious  conduct,  unfounded  allegations, 
or  unfounded  objections  on  the  part  either  of  the  petitioner  or  the 
respondent,  and  regard  being  had  to  the  discouragement  of  any 
needless  expense  by  throwing  the  burden  of  defraying  the  same  on 
the  parties  by  whom  it  has  been  caused,  whether  such  parties  are  or 
not  on  the  whole  successful." 

By  section  -i-l  (3)  of  the  Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices  Prevention 
Act  (1883)  it  is  enacted  that  "the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  with  respect  to  costs  to  be  allowed  in 
actions,  causes,  and  matters  in  the  High  Court  shall  in  principle  and 
so  far  as  practicable  apply  to  the  costs  of  petition  and  other  pro- 
ceedings under  the  Parliamentary  Elections  Act  (18G8)  and  under 
this  Act,  and  the  taxing  officer  shall  not  allow  any  costs,  charges,  or 
expenses  on  a  higher  scale  than  would  be  allowed  in  any  action, 
cause,  or  matter  in  the  High  Court  on  the  higher  scale,  as  between 
solicitor  and  client." 

Under  this  section  costs  of  parliamentary  election  petitions  are 
taxed  on  the  higher  scale,  but  not  as  between  solicitor  and  client. 
The  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court  apply,  and  the  Master  has  regard  to 
Order  (I."),  Rule  27  (2!)),  which  provides  that,  "as  to  costs  to  be- paid 
or  borne  by  another  party,  no  costs  are  to  be  allowed  which  do  not 
appear  to  the  taxing  officer  to  have  been  necessary  or  proper  for  the 

*  See  ss.  28  and  30 ;  and  see  s.  34;,  which  provides  that  "  the  reasonable 
expenses  incurred  by  any  person  in  appearing  to  give  evidence  at  the  trial  of 
an  election  petition  under  this  Act,  according  to  the  scale  allowed  to  witnesses 
on  the  trial  of  civil  actions  at  the  assizes,  may  be  allowed  to  such  person  by 
a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  judge  or  of  the  prescribed  officer  [the 
registrar]  ;  and  such  expenses,  if  the  witness  w^as  called  and  examined  by  the 
judge  [see  s.  32],  shall  be  deemed  part  of  the  expenses  of  providing  a  Court, 
and  in  other  cases  shall  be  deemed  to  be  costs  of  the  petition."  (See  Rule  73, 
i7ifra.) 
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iittaiiiineiit  of  justice  or  defending  the  rights  of  a  party,  or  which 
appear  to  the  taxing  officer  to  have  been  incurred  through  over- 
caution,  negligence,  or  mistake,  or  merely  at  the  desire  of  the  party." 

Among  the  examples  of  exceptions  to  costs  following  the  event 
are  the  Guihiford  Cane  (1  O'M.  &  H.  K)),  in  which  the  petition 
failed,  and  Mr.  Justice  Willes  said,  "  Inasmuch  as  the  petition  was 
founded  on  strong  priiiid  fach  grounds,  and  attended  with  reason- 
able and  probable  cause  for  pursuing  the  inquiry  to  a  termination, 
I  cannot  visit  the  petitioner  with  costs  ;  each  party  must  bear  and 
pay  his  own  costs,"  and  the  Norwich  Case  (4  O'M.  &  11.  1  (iO),  in 
which,  though  the  petition  was  successful,  each  party  was  ordered  to 
pay  his  own  costs,  on  the  ground  that  the  petition  was  oppressive, 
about  a  hundred  charges  of  illegal  practices  having  been  made,  nearly 
all  of  wliich  had  failed. 

There  is  no  appeal  as  to  costs  from  the  decision  of  the  Election 
Petition  Court  {Lovcring  v.  Dawson,  L.  R.  10  C.  P.  72G). 

General  Peinciples.* 

The  general  principles  regulating  the  taxation  of  costs  under 
section  41  of  the  Parliamentary  Elections  Act,  18G8,  were  laid  down 
with  tolerable  clearness  and  precision  in  the  cases  of  Hill  v.  Pee/ (Law 
Rep.  .')  C.  P.  172),  Tillet  v.  Stracey  (Law  Rep.  5  C.  P.  185),  and 
Marshall  v.  James  (Law  Rep.  9  C.  P.  702),  and  have  not  been 
materially  departed  from  since. 

Li  the'  first  of  these  cases,  it  was  laid  down  that  "the  party  to 
whom  costs  are  ordered  to  be  paid  is  entitled  to  an  indemnity  for  all 
costs  reasonably  incurred  by  him  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  litiga- 
tion, but  not  to  any  extraordinary  or  unusual  expenses  incurred  in 
consequence  of  over-caution  as  to  any  particular  case,  or  froin  con- 
siderations of  any  special  importance  arising  from  the  position  or 
character  of  either  of  the  parties,  or  any  special  desire  on  his  part  to 
insure  success  ;  and  that  such  extraordinary  costs  as  a  solicitor  would 
not  be  justified  in  incurring  without  distinct  and  special  instructions 
from  his  client  are  not  to  be  allowed,  nor  the  costs  of  purely  collateral 
proceedings  upon  which  the  party  has  failed,  nor  those  which  may 
have  been  occasioned  by  his  default,  negligence,  or  mistake."  Thus, 
the  ]Master  having  in  that  case  disallowed  the  costs  of  an  unsuccessful 
application  at  chambers  (and  to  the  Court  by  way  of  appeal)  to 
increase  the  amount  of  the  recognisances  under  section  G,  sub- 
section ,"),  of  the  Act,  as  being  an  entirely  collateral  matter,  the  Court 
lield  that  these  costs  were  properly  disallowed. 

Where  a  principle  as  to  the  taxation  is  involved,  "the  Court  will 
always  entertain  the  question,  and,  if  necessary,  give  directions  to  the 
Master  ;  but  where  it  is  a  question  of  whether  the  Master  has  exer- 
cised his  discretion  properly,  or  it  is  only  a  question  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  allowed,  the  Court  is  generally  unwilling  to  interfere  with  the 
judgment  of  its  officer,  whose  peculiar  province  it  is  to  investigate 
and  to  judge  of  such  matters,  unless  there  are  very  strong  grounds 
to  show  that  the  officer  is  wrong  in  the  judgment  which  he  has 
formed"  {Hill  v.  Peel,  Law  Rep.  5  C.  P.  172,  181).

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PuHLniixARY  Expenses. 

In  Hilly.  Peel  (Law  Hep.  .")  C.  P.  \12),  the  Master  disallowed  all 
the  costs  incurred  after  the  presentation  of  the  petition  and  before 
the  hearing,  allowing-  instead  a  gross  sum  as  "instructions  for  brief." 
There  being  no  sutlicient  grounds  shown  to  induce  the  Court  to 
doubt  that  the  jMaster  had  exercised  a  right  judgment  in  the  matter, 
the  Court  declined  to  order  a  review,  bnt  at  the  same  time  intimated 
that  "  the  parties  are  entitled  to  have  the  judgment  of  the  JMaster 
upon  the  particular  items  in  the  preliminary  expenses  if  they  think 
fit,  instead  of  their  being  included  in  the  allowance  of  one  sum  in 
gross  to  cover  the  whole  of  what  he  mav  think  ought  to  be  allowed."

Preparation,  Length,  and  Delivery  of  Rrief. 

For  the  Master's  discretion  ;  see  Tillet  v.  Siraceii  (Law  Rep.  5  C.  P. 
18;j)  and  Huij}ie><  v.  Mejjrick  (Law  Rep.  o  C.  P.  407).  In  the  last- 
mentioned  case,  it  was  held  that  the  time  prescribed  by  the  rules  of 
IMichaelmas  Term,  18(58,  tor  the  deliveiy  of  particulars  of  the  alleged 
bribery,  &c.,  is  not  to  be  treated  as  analogous  to  the  notice  of  trial 
in  ordinary  actions.  On  the  14th  of  December,  18G8,  a  petition 
was  presented  against  the  return  of  the  respondent  for  the  borough 
of  Pembroke,  charging  bribery,  treating,  and  undue  influence  ;  and 
on  the  2Gth  of  February,  180'.),  notice  was  given  that  the  trial  would 
take  place  on  the  1st  of  April  (which  was  Thursday  in  Easter  week)  : 
on  the  22nd  of  March  an  order  was  obtained  for  the  delivery  of 
particulars  of  the  acts  of  bribery,  &c.,  intended  to  be  relied  on  ; 
and  on  the  2i)th  the  petitioner  gave  notice  of  an  application  for  leave 
to  withdraw  his  petition.  The  respondent's  briefs  were  delivered  on 
the  2;Jrd  and  27tli  of  March,  and  several  subpoenas  were  issued 
before  the  commencement  of  the  Easter  holidays.  Dn  taxation  of  the 
res})ondent's  costs,  the  Master  disallowed  the  expenses  of  the 
subpoenas  and  the  fees  paid  to  counsel,  and  he  also  substantially 
disallowed  the  costs  of  drawing  and  copying  the  briefs  and  all  the 
expenses  of  preliminary  inquiries,  conceiving  that,  by  analogy  to 
the  rule  whicli  ])recludcd  the  allowance  of  costs  of  preparing  for  trial 
before  notice  of  trial  given  in  an  ordinary  action,  these  expenses  had 
been  prematurely  incurred.  The  Court  ordered  a  review  of  the 
taxation. 

Number  of  Witnesses. 

This  also  is  a  matter  for  the  discretion  of  the  Master,  subject  of 
course  to  the  control  of  the  Court  where  the  discretion  is  exercised 
extravagantly. 

Issuing  Subpcenas. 

As  to  the  proper  time  for  issuing  subpcenas,  see  Hughes  v.  Meyrii-k 
(Law  Rep.  5  C.  P.  407). 
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Xu:\ibi:r  of  Counsel  and  their  Fees, 

The  number  of  counsel  and  the  amount  of  their  fees  are  matters 
for  the  discretion  of  the  JMaster,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Court 
where  a  proper  case  is  shown  for  its  interference  {TilUd  v.  Strareii, 
Law  Rep.  b  C.  P.  185).  In  Hill  v.  Peel  (Law  Rep.  5  C.  P.  172), 
the  Master  limited  the  fees  of  the  leading  counsel  to  100  guineas 
with  his  brief,  and  25  guineas  each  day  for  a  refresher,  and  those  of 
the  junior  to  75  guineas  with  his  brief,  and  15  guineas  each  day  (the 
case  being  one  of  an  ordinary  character),  though  the  sums  actually 
paid  were  considerably  larger  ;  and  the  Court  declined  to  interfere, 
but  intimated  that  where,  from  its  peculiar  character,  a  case  was 
shown  to  be  of  more  than  ordinary  difficulty,  the  allowance  for 
counsel's  foes  was  not  necessarily  to  be  so  restricted.  And  see 
Hughes  v.  Meijrick  (Law  Rep.  5  C.  P.  407). 

Consultation  Fees. 

Li  Tillet  V.  Stracey  (Law  Rep.  5  C.  P.  185),  the  Master  disallowed 
all  the  consultation  fees  during  the  trial,  holding  that  they  were 
covered  by  the  allowance  for  "  refreshers."  The  Court  directed  him 
to  review  his  taxation  in  this  respect,  and  to  allow  such  consultations 
as  he  might  judge  to  have  been  reasonable  in  the  progress  of  the 
trial ;  and  this  rule  was  followed  in  Tillet  v.  Stracey  (Law  Rep.  5 
C.  P.  185).

By  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882  (4")  &  4(;  Vict.  c.  50), 
s.  '.)8  (1),  all  costs,  charu,-es  and  expenses  of  and  incidental  to  the 
presentation  of  an  election  petition,  and  the  proceedings  consequent 
thereon,  except  such  as  are  by  this  Act  otherwise  provided  for, 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  parties  to  the  petition  in  such  manner  and 
proportions  as  the  election  Court  determines,  and  in  particular  any 
costs,  charges,  or  expenses  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  have 
been  caused  by  vexatious  conduct,  unfounded  allegations,  or 
unfounded  objections  on  the  part  either  of  the  petitioner  or  the 
respondent,  and  any  needless  expense  incurred  or  caused  on  the 
part  of  petitioner  or  respondent,  may  be  ordered  to  be  defrayed  by  the 
parties  by  whom  it  has  been  incurred  or  caused,  whether  they  are  or 
not  on  the  whole  successful. 

By  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888  (ol  &  52  Vict.  c.  41),  s.  75, 
the  sections  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  as  to  election 
petitions  and  costs,  are  incorporated  with  that  Act,  and  apply  to  the 
elections  of  Parish  Councillors,  and  by  the  47  &  48  Vict,  c,  70,  s.  36, 
the  same  sections  are  made  to  apply  to  School  Board  elections. 

The  Municipal  Corporations  and  Illegal  Practices  Act,  1884  (47 
&  48  Vict.  c.  70),  s.  29  (8),  enacts  that  "  The  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  with  respect  to  costs  to  be 
allowed  in  actions,  causes  and  matters  in  the  High  Court,  shall  in 
principle,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  the  costs  of  petition  and 
other  proceedings  under  Part  4  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act 
(1882)  and  this  Act,  and  the  taxing  officer  shall  not  allow  any 
costs,  charges,  or  expenses,  on  a  higher  scale  than  would  be  allowed  in 
any  action  cause  or  matter  in  the  High  Court  on  the  higher  scale 
as  between  solicitor  and  client. 

By  Rule  08  of  the  llules  of  1888  made  under  the  Municipal 
Corporation  Act  (1882)  "  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the  Master,  or  at 
his  request  by  any  Master  of  the  superior  Court  upon  the  rule  of 
Court  or  Judge's  order  by  which  the  costs  are  payable  ;  and  costs 
when  taxed  may  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  if  payable  under  a 
rule  of  Court,  judgment,  or  order  of  a  Judge  in  the  ordinary  pro- 
ceedings in  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  or  in  case  there  be  money  in 
the  bank  available  for  the  purpose,  then  to  the  extent  of  such  money 
by  order  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England  for  the  time  being."

VIII.    COSTS  UNDER  THE 

EAILWAY  &  CANAL  TRAFFIC  ACTS, 

1873  TO  1804. 


The  8th  section  of  3G  &  37  Yict.  c.  -48  (The  Eegulation  of  Eailways 
Act,  1873)  enacts  that  "where  any  difference  between  raihvay 
companies,  or  between  canal  companies,  or  between  a  railway  com- 
pany and  a  canal  company,  is,  under  the  provisions  of  any  general  or 
special  Act  passed  either  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
required  or  authorised  to  be  referred  to  arbitration,  such  difference 
shall,  at  the  instance  of  any  company  party  to  the  difference  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners,  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
missioners for  their  decision  in  lieu  of  being  referred  to  arbitration, 
provided  that  the  power  of  compelling  a  reference  to  the  Com- 
missioners in  this  section  contained  shall  not  apply  to  any  case  in 
which  any  arbitrator  has  in  any  general  or  special  Act  been  desig- 
nated by  his  name  or  by  the  name  of  his  office,  or  in  which,  a  standing 
arbitrator  having  been  appointed  under  any  general  or  special  Act, 
the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  difference  in  question  may 
more  conveniently  be  referred  to  him." 

Sect.  32  enacts  that  "the  Commissioners  may  at  any  time  after 
the  passing  of  the  x\ct,  by  general  order,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Treasury,  appoint  the  fees  to  be  taken  in  relation  to  proceedings 
before  them,  and  may  from  time  to  time,  by  general  order,  with  the 
like  concurrence,  increase,  reduce,  or  abolish  all  or  any  of  such  fees, 
and  appoint  new  fees  to  be  taken  in  relation  to  such  proceedings." 

Sect.  19  of  the  Eailway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act,  1888  (51  &  b2  Vict. 
c.  25),  enacts  that  "the  costs  of  and  incidental  to  every  proceeding 
before  the  Commissioners  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Com- 
missioners, who  may  order  by  whom  and  to  whom  the  same  are  to 
be  paid  and  by  whom  the  same  are  to  be  taxed  and  allowed." 

Sect.  20  of  the  same  Act  provides  that  "the  Commissioners  may 
from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  make,  rescind,  and  vary  general 
rules  for  their  procedure  and  practice  under  this  Act,  and  generally 
for  carrying  into  effect  this  part  of  this  Act." 

The  Act  to  amend  the  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act,  1888  (57  & 
58  Yict.  c.  5-4,  sect.  2),  enacts  that  "  in  proceedings  before  the 
Railway  and  Canal  Commissioners  other  than  disputes  between  two 
or  more  companies  the  Commissioners  shall  not  have  power  to  award 
costs  on  either  side  unless  they  are  of  opinion  that  either  the  claim 
or  the  defence  has  been  frivolous  and  vexatious." 
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RULE  OF  FEBRUARY,  1889  (AS  TO  COSTS). 

Rule  51,  Costs  shall  be  taxed  upon  the  ortler  of  the  Commissioners 
nruler  whicli  they  are  payable,  and  such  costs  shall,  if  required,  be 
taxed  by  the  Registrar  or  such  other  person  as  the  Commissioners 
may  direct.

AVliere  a  cause  is  referred  to  an  arbitrator,  the  costs  of  the  cause 
are  all  costs  incurred  therein  up  to  the  submission,  the  costs  of  the 
order  of  reference,  and  the  costs  for  ulterior  proceedings  to  enforce 
or  to  set  aside  the  award,  also  the  costs  of  witnesses  present  at  the 
trial  ready  to  be  examined  :  Goodall  v,  Ray,  4  Dowl.  1  ;  Clarke  v. 
Owen,  4  H.  &  ^\.  824  ;  and  see  Lewis  v.  Harris,  2  B.  &  C.  (520. 
But  where  the  arbitrator  is  only  to  certify,  being  substituted  for  a 
jury,  the  costs  of  the  inquiry  before  him  are  costs  in  the  cause  :  Brown 
V.  Nehon,  1:5  M.  &  ^\.  ^]i)7  ;  Mackintosh  v.  Bh/th,  1  Bing.  2(59  ; 
Dare  v.  Kirlchome,  2  L.  J.  Q.  B.  195  ;  Sim  v.  Edwards,  17  C.  B. 
529  ;  25  L.  J.  C.  P.  175. 

Costs  of  the  reference  are  all  costs  incurred  before  the  arbitrator 
as  well  with  respect  to  matters  in  difference  dehors  the  cause  as  to 
matters  in  difference  in  the  cause  :  Broic/i  v.  Xehon,  1;{  M.  &  W. 
397  ;   Utting  v.  Emns^  ^M'Lel.  12. 

The  costs  of  the  award  are  the  amount  of  the  arbitrator's  charges. 

The  power  of  the  arbitrator  over  the  costs  is  usually  provided  for 
by  the  terms  of  the  submission  or  order.  The  present  practice  is  to 
leave  both  the  costs  of  the  cause  and  the  costs  of  the  reference  to 
the  discretion  of  the  arbitrator. 

Prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Arbitration  Act,  1889,  the  Masters 
in  taxing  costs  of  arbitrations  had  power  in  all  cases  to  consider  the 
reasonableness  of  the  arbitrator's  charges  and  to  tax  them  :  Barnes 
V.  Haijward,  1  H.  &  N.  742.  By  the  2nd  section  of  the  Arbitration 
Act,  1889,  a  submission,  unless  a  contrary  intention  is  expressed 
therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the 
first  schedule  to  that  Act  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  the 
reference  under  the  submission.  The  first  schedule  ( /)  provides  that 
the  costs  of  the  reference  and  award  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the 
arbitrator  or  umpire,  who  may  direct  to,  and  by  whom,  and  in 
what  manner  those  costs  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  paid,  and 
may  tax  or  settle  the  amount  of  costs  to  be  so  paid  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  may  award  costs  to  be  paid  as  between  solicitor 
and  client.  Arbitrators'  charges  are  not  now  Hable  to  taxation  if  the 
amount  of  them  is  ascertained  aiul  stated  in  and  by  the  award 
itself  :  Prehble  v.  Robinson  (1892),  2  Q.  B.  602  ;  see  also  in  re 
arbitration  Siephciis,  Smith  t£-  Co.  r.  Liverpool  and  lAmdon  and  Globe 
Insurance  Co.,  oG  Sol.  J.  4U4.

The  costs  of  the  arbitration  and  inquiry  before  a  jury  are  reguhited 
by  sects.  lU,  51,  52,  and  5:5  of  8  &  '.)  Vict.  c.  18. 

Sect.  :U  enacts  that  "  all  the  costs  of  any  such  arbitration,  and 
incident  thereto,  to  be  settled  by  the  arbitrators,  shall  be  borne  by  the 
promoters  of  the  undertaking,  unless  the  arbitrators  shall  award  the 
same  or  a  less  sum  than  shall  have  been  ottered  by  the  promoters  of 
the  undertaking,  in  which  case  each  party  shall  bear  his  own  costs 
incident  to  the  arbitration,  and  the  costs  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be 
borne  by  the  parties  in  equal  proportions. 

Sect.  51  enacts  that,  on  every  inquiry  before  a  jury,  where  the 
verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  given  for  a  greater  sum  than  the  sum 
previously  offered  by  the  promoters  of  the  undertaking,  all  the  costs  of 
such  inquiry  (as  defined  by  sect,  52,  see  Braij  v.  SovUi-Ectsiern  Rij.  Co., 
19  L.  J.  Q.  B.  11)  shall  be  borne  by  the  promoters  of  the  under- 
taking :  but,  if  the  verdict  of  the  jury  be  given  for  the  same  or  a 
less  sum  than  the  sum  previously  offered  by  the  promoters  of  the 
undertaking,  or  if  the  owner  of  the  lands  shall  have  failed  to  appear 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  inquiry,  having  received  due 
notice  thereof,  one  half  of  the  costs  of  summoning,  impanelling, 
and  returning  the  jury,  and  of  taking  the  inquiry  and  recording  the 
verdict  and  judgment  thereon,  in  case  such  verdict  shall  be  taken, 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  owner  of  the  lands,  and  the  other  half  by  the 
promoters  of  the  undertaking;  and  each  party  shall  bear  his  own 
costs,  other  than  as  aforesaid,  incident  to  such  inquiry. 

Sect.  52  provides  that  the  costs  of  any  such  inquiry  shall,  in  case 
of  difference,  be  settled  by  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench  in  England  or  Ireland,  according  as  the  lands  are  situate,  on 
the  application  of  either  party  ;  and  such  costs  shall  include_  all 
reasonable  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  incurred  in  summoning, 
impanelling,  and  returning  the  jury,  taking  the  incjuiry,  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  the  employment  of  counsel  and  attorneys,  record- 
ing the  verdict  and  judgment  thereon,  and  otherwise  incident  to  such 
inquiry. 

And  sect.  5^  enacts  that,  if  any  such  costs  shall  be  payable  by  the 
promoters  of  the  undertaking,  and  if  within  seven  days  after  demand 
such  costs  be  not  paid  to  the  party  entitled  to  receive  the  same  they 
shall  be  recoverable  by  distress,  and  on  application  to  any  justice 
he  shall  issue  his  warrant  accordingly;  and  if  any  such  costs  shall  be 
payable  by  the  owner  of  the  lands  or  of  any  interest  therein,  the  same 
may  be  deducted  and  retained  by  the  promoters  of  the  undertaking 
out  of  any  money  awarded  by  the  jury  to  such  owner  or  determined 
by  the  valuation  of  a  surveyor  under  the  provisions  hereinafter 
(sects.  5S— (;2)  contained;  and  the  payment  or  deposit  of  the  remain- 
der, if  any,  of  such  monev  shall  be  deemed  payment  and  satisfaction  of 
the  whole  thereof,  or,  if' such  costs  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
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money  so  awarded  or  deterniiiii'd,  the  excess  sliall  be  recuveraUle 
l)y  distress,  and  on  application  to  any  justice  lie  shall  issue  his 
warrant  accordin,t,Hy. 

In  Owen  v.  London  and  Xoiih-Wcstern  liy.  Co.,  L.  R.  3  (J.  B.  o-i, 
it  was  held  that  the  Courts  have  no  authority  to  review  the  taxation 
or  to  order  the  Master  to  reconsider  his  determination,  although  he 
may  have  made  a  mistake  in  the  taxation.  Approved  by  C.  A.  in 
Sandharh  Char  it  i/  v.  North  ^Stafontshirc  Ri/.  Co.,  47  L.  J.  Q.  I].  10. 

The  costs  ofjjroceedings  for  the  assessment  of  comi)ensation  before 
a  jury  nnder  this  Act  or  any  Act  incorj)orating  the  provisions  of  it, 
wiiere  the  lands  are  situate  in  the  City  of  London,  are  taxed  before  the 
Registrar  of  the  Lord  ]\L^yor's  Court. 

The  taxation  of  costs  of  conveyances  is  provided  for  by  sects.  82,  83. 

The  landowner's  solicitor  must  see  that  the  company  take  up  the 
award,  as  he  will  not  be  allowed  the  arbitrator's  charges  if  he  take  up 
the  award  himself  :  Earl  of  ShrcWfibunj  v.  WirrallRij.  Co.,  10  Times 
Reports,  ")(;]. 

By  the  Lands  Clauses  (Taxation  of  Costs)  Act,  1805  (r)8  &  ")!)  Vict. 
c.  11),  where  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  184"),  or  any 
Act  incorporating  the  same,  any  question  of  disj)uted  compensation  is 
determined  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  or  by  arbitration,  the  costs  of  and 
incidental  to  the  inquiry  or  to  the  arbitration  and  award  (as  the  case 
may  be)  shall,  if  either  party  so  requires,  be  taxed  and  settled  as 
between  tlie  parties  by  one  of  the  IMasters  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
such  fees  shall  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  taxation  as  may  be  fixed  in 
pursuance  of  the  enactments  relating  to  the  fees  to  be  taken  in  the 
offices  of  those  ^Masters  ;  and  all  those  enactments  (including  the 
enactments  relating  to  the  taking  of  fees  by  means  of  stam})s)  shall 
extend  to  the  fees  in  respect  of  such  taxation. 

The  jMasters  of  the  8ui)reme  Court  have  exclusive  power  to  settle 
.such  costs,  and  their  decisions  are  not  subject  to  revision  by  the 
Court.  The  same  rule  a])plies  where  the  blaster  taxes  under  a  special 
statute  incorporating  the  Lands  Clauses  Act.  In  such  cases  the  ^Master 
is  only  persona  dcsiz/naia,  and  does  not  act  as  an  officer  of  the  Court : 
Re  Shelfiold  Waterworks  Ad,  18G4,  L.  R.  1  Ex.  54. 

The  ]\Iasters  tax  these  costs  on  the  same  principles  as  in  cases 
where  they  act  as  officers  of  the  Court.  It  is  a  party  and  party 
taxation,  not  solicitor  and  client,  and  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court 
as  to  costs  as  far  as  applicable  are  a  guide  to  them  in  these  taxations. 

The  costs  of  conveyances  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1«45,  are  by  sect.  82  of  that  Act  to  be  borne  by  the  promoters  of 
the  undertaking.  By  sect.  <s;')  of  the  same  Act,  in  case  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  the  amount  of  such  costs,  they  are  to  be  taxed  by  one 
of  the  Taxing  ]\Iasters  of  the  Cliancery  Division.  The  taxation  under 
sect.  82  is  under  order  of  that  Court,  and  is  sul)ject  to  review. 

As  to  costs  incurred  in  the  Chancery  Division  relating  to  applica- 
tions to  the  Court  with  reference  to  the  fund  in  Court  (the  amount 
found  payable  by  the  arbitrator  or  jury),  or  which  the  Court  has  power 
under  the  Tiands  Clauses  Act  to  order  the  company  to  pay,  see  Morgan 
and  Wurtzhurr/,  p.  286. 

The  forms  of  bills  of  costs  ali-eady  set  out  in  the  Chancery  Division 
can  easily  be  adapted  to  such  cases. 

Subpoenas  may  be  issued  out  of  the  Central  Office  in  Lands  Clauses

In  the  city  of  London,  the  maximum  for  the  leader  is  50 
gufneas,  and  for  the  junior  30  guineas,  unless  in  a  very  exceptional 
case.

The  costs  of  all  i:)roceedings  in  the  Probate,  Divorce,  and  Admiralty 
Division,  as  far  as  regards  Probate  and  Admiralty  actions,  are  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Order  (j'>,  llule  1 
(R.  S.  C). 

By  the  IMatrimonial  Causes  Act,  ]s.")7  (i^O  &  -2]  "\  ict.  c.  85, 
sect.  ;")!),  the  Divorce  Court,  on  the  liearing  of  any  suit,  proceeding, 
or  petition  under  that  Act,  may  make  such  order  as  to  costs  as  to 
such  Court  may  seem  just,  provided  that  there  shall  be  no  appeal  on 
the  subject  of  costs  only. 

As  to  the  costs  of  appeals  from  the  Probate,  Divorce,  and  Admiralty 
Division  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  the  successful  party  is  entitled  to 
the  costs  both  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  in  the  Court  below.  In 
the  absence  of  special  circumstances  the  costs  follow  the  event  :  The 
Jlonksraton,  U  P.  D.  :r2. 

By  Order  <iS  (R.  S.  C.)  nothing  in  the  Rules  of  the  Su])reme  Court 
"  save  as  ex})ressly  provided  shall  affect  the  ]irocedure  or  practice  in 
(d)  proceedings  for  divorce  or  other  matrimonial  causes." 

The  scale  of  solicitors'  fees  in  A])pendix  X.,  ]).  'J-i,  and  the  order 
as  to  Court  fees  of  January,  1S,S4,  as  far  as  applicable,  apply  to  pro- 
ceedings in  Probate  and  Admiralty  proceedings.  Some  further  fees 
payable  in  Probate  are  set  out  at  p.  olT. 

The  scale  of  costs  allowed  in  non-contentious  business  is  set  out  at 
p.  532,  and  some  examples  of  bills  of  costs  made  out  according  to 
that  scale  at  p.  54!).  Any  other  such  bills  may  be  drawn  by  extract- 
ing the  scale  allowance  and  solicitors'  fees  corresponding  with  the 
amount  nndei-  which  the  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
sworn.

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XII.  COSTS  IN  BANKIIUPTCY. 


Thf  10r»th  section  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  IHS?.,  enacts  that, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act  and  to  general  rules,  the  costs 
of  and  incidental  t  j  any  proceedings  in  Court  under  that  Act  shall 
be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  provided  that  where  any  issue  is 
tried  by  a  jury  the  costs  shall  follow  the  event,  unless  upon  appli- 
cation made  at  the  trial,  for  good  cause  shown,  the  Judge  before 
whom  such  issue  is  tried  shall  otherwise  order. 

By  the  7;5rd  section  (1)  of  the  same  Act,  where  a  trustee  or 
manager  receives  remuneration  for  his  services  as  such,  no  payment 
shall  be  allowed  in  his  accounts  in  respect  of  the  performance  by  any 
other  person  of  the  ordinary  duties  which  are  required  by  statute 
or  rules  to  be  performed  by  himself.  {-2)  Where  the  trustee  is  a 
solicitor,  he  may  contract  that  the  remuneration  for  his  services  as 
trustee  shall  include  all  professional  services.  (:))  All  bills  and  charges 
of  solicitors  and  other  persons  not  being  trustees  shall  be  taxed  by 
the  prescribed  officer,  and  no  payments  in  respect  thereof  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  trustee's  accounts  without  proof  of  such  taxation 
having  been  made.  The  Taxing  Master  shall  satisfy  himself  before 
passing  such  l)ills  and  charges  tliat  the  employment  of  such  solicitors 
and  otlier  persons  in  respect  of  the  particular  matters  out  of  which 
such  charges  arise  has  been  duly  sanctioned.  (4)  Every  such 
person  shall  on  recjuest  by  the  trustee  (which  request  the  trustee 
shall  make  a  sufficient  time  before  declaring  a  dividend)  deliver  his 
bill  of  costs  or  charges  to  the  proper  officer  for  taxation,  and  if  he 
fails  to  do  so  within  seven  days  after  receipt  of  the  request  or  such 
further  time  as  the  Court  may  grant,  the  trustee  shall  declare  and 
distribute  the  dividend  without  regard  to  any  claim  by  him,  and 
thereupon  any  such  claim  shall  be  forfeited  as  well  against  the 
trustee  personally  as  against  the  estate. 

The  Iwth  section  (;!)  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  ISDO,  enacts  that 
the  sanction  required  under  section  7:!  of  the  Bankruptcy  Act,  l-ss:;, 
for  the  employment  of  solicitors  and  others  must  be  a  sanction 
obtained  before  their  employment,  except  in  cases  of  urgency,  and  in 
such  cases  it  must  be  shown  that  no  undue  delay  took  place  in 
obtaining  the  sanction.

07.  If  the  Court  shall  in  any  case,  and  at  any  stage  in  the  proceedings, 
be  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  a  person  (other  than 
the  person  before  whom  the  examination  is  taken)  should  be  appointed 
to  take  down  the  evidence  of  the  debtor,  or  of  any  witness  examined 
at  any  public  sitting  or  private  meeting  under  the  Act,  in  shorthand 
or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Court  to  make  such  appoint- 
ment ;  and  every  person  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  guinea  a  day,  and  where  the  Court  appoints  a  shorthand  writer 
a  sum  not  exceeding  .Sc?.  per  folio  of  i)U  words  for  any  transcript  of  the 
evidence  that  may  be  required,  and  such  sums  shall  be  paid  by  the 
party  at  whose  instance  the  appointment  was  made,  or  out  of  the  estate, 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Court. 

104.  The  bills  to  be  taxed  by  the  Bankruptcy  Taxing  Masters  shall 
be  all  such  bills  of  costs,  charges,  fees,  and  disbursements  in  matters 
under  the  Act  as  heretofore  have  been  taxed  by  the  said  AFasters,  and 
all  othei-  taxable  bills  in  other  matters  in  which  the  High  Court  may 
exercise  bankruptcy  jurisdiction,  and  such  taxable  bills  as  may  be 
specially  referred  to  them  for  taxation  by  any  County  Court,  subject 
to  the  revision  of  the  Court. 

Costs. 

108. — (1.)  The  Court  in  awarding  costs  may  direct  that  the  costs 
of  any  matter  or  application  shall  be  taxed  and  paid  as  between  party 
and  party  or  as  between  solicitor  and  client,  or  that  full  costs,  charges, 
and  expenses  shall  be  allowed,  or  the  Court  may  fix  a  sum  to  be  paid 
in  lieu  of  taxed  costs. 

(2.)  In  the  absence  of  any  express  direction,  costs  of  an  opposed 
motion  shall  follow  the  event,  and  shall  be  taxed  as  between  party  and 
party.

(;L)  Where  an  action  is  bruuiilit  a^-ainst  an  OfHcial  Receiver  or 
trustee  in  liankruptcy  as  representinu-  the  estate  of  the  debtor,  or 
where  an  (_)flicial  Receiver  or  trustee  in  bankruptcy  is  made  a 
party  to  a  cause  or  matter  on  the  application  of  any  other  party 
thereto,  he  shall  not  be  j)ersonally  liable  for  costs  unless  the  Court 
otherwise  directs. 

lo'.t.  Every  order  fur  juiynient  of  money  and  costs,  or  either  of 
them,  shall  be  sealed  and  be  si^-ned  by  a  Re-iistrar,  and  shall  be 
forthwith  filed  with  the  proceedings. 

110.  The  costs  directed  by  any  order  to  be  paid  shall  be  taxed  on 
production  of  an  othce  copy  of  such  order,  and  the  allocatur  being 
duly  stamped  shall  be  signed  and  dated  by  the  Taxing  ^Master  or 
otticer. 

111.  In  a  County  Court  costs  shall  be  taxed  l)y  the  Registrar  in 
person. 

112. — (1.)  The  scale  of  costs  set  forth  in  the  Ai)pcndix,  and  the 
regulations  contained  in  such  scale,  shall,  subject  to  these  Rules, 
apply  to  the  taxation  and  allowance  of  costs  and  charges  in  all 
jiroceedings  under  the  Act  and  these  Rules. 

{•J.)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Xo.  I.  of  the  scale  of  costs,  where 
the  estimated  assets  of  the  debtor  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  £;jO(), 
a  lower  scale  of  solicitor's  costs  shall  be  allowed  in  all  proceed-

I.  of  the  scale  of  solicitor's  costs  as 
likely  or  not  likely  to  realise  the  sums  therein  mentioned,  and  the 
gross  proceeds  of  the  assets  are,  after  taxation  and  the  payment  of 
tHe~costs,  ascertained  to  be  less  than  the  amount  at  which  they  have 
been  certified,  the  bill  of  costs  shall,  on  the  application  of  the 
trustee,  be  retaxed,  and  the  amount  disallowed  on  such  retaxation 
shall,  if  paid,  be  refunded  to  the  trustee.

officer  of  the  Court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  bankruptcy  ;  and 
unless  such  bill  of  costs  is  brought  in  for  taxation  within  one  month 
from  the  date  when  the  sheriff  makes  such  delivery,  the  Official 
Receiver  or  trustee  may  decline  to  pay  the  same.

Every  person  Avhose  bill  or  charges  is  or  are  to  l)e  taxed  shall 
in  all  cases  give  not  less  than  seven  days'  notice  of  the  appointment 
I  to  tax  the  same  to  the  Official  Receiver  and  to  the  trustee  (if  any). 

121.  The  bill  or  charges,  if  incurred  prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
trustee,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Official  Receiver,  and,  if  incurred 
after  the  appointment  of  a  trustee,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  trustee, 
three  clear  days  before  the  application  for  the  appointment  to  tax 
the  same  is  made.

128.  "Where  any  party  to,  or  person  affected  by,  any  proceeding 
desires  to  make  an  application  for  an  order  that  he  be  allowed  his 
costs,  or  any  part  of  them,  incident  to  such  proceeding,  and  such 
application  is  not  made  at  the  time  of  the  proceeding, —

{'2.)  Where  the  joint  estate  of  any  co-debtors  is  insufficient  to 
defray  any  costs  or  cliarges  properly  incurred  after  the  appointment 
of  the  trustee,  the  trustee,  with  such  consent  as  is  hereinafter 
mentioned,  may  pay  such  costs  or  charges  out  of  the  separate  estates 
of  such  co-debtors,  or  one  or  more  of  them.  The  trustee,  Avith  the 
said  consent,  may  also  pay  any  costs  or  charges  properly  incurred  foi- 
any  separate  estate,  after  his  appointment,  out  of  the  joint  estate, 
and  any  part  of  the  costs  or  charges  of  the  joint  estate  incurred 
after  his  appointment  which  affects  any  separate  estate  out  of  that 
separate  estate.

Restrictions         12'.). — (1.)  Except  by  leave  of  the  Court,  there  shall  be  no  appeal 
on  appeal.        to  the  Court  of  Appeal  from  any  order  made  by  consent,  or  as  to 
costs  only. 

l;')l.  At  or  before  the  time  of  entering  an  appeal  the  party  intend- 
ing to  ap])eal  shall  lodge  in  the  High  Court  the  sum  of  £2(> 
to  satisfy,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  extend,  any  costs  that  the 
appellant  may  be  ordered  to  pay,  provided  that  the  Court  of 
Appeal  may  in  any  special  case  increase  or  diminish  the  amount  of 
such  security  or  dispense  therewith.

108.  On  an  application  for  an  extension  of  time  for  the  hearing 
of  a  petition,  no  order  shall  l)e  made  for  an  extension  beyond  14 
days  from  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the  petition,  unless  the 
Court  is  satisfied  that  such  extension  of  time  will  not  be  prejudicial 
to  the  general  body  of  creditors.  Any  costs  occasioned  by  such 
a|)plication  shall  not  be  allowed  out  of  the  estate  unless  so  ordered 
by  the  Court. 

Receivixg  Order.

of  the  proceeds  of  the  estate,  in  tlie  order  of  priority  prescribed  by 
these  Itules. 

{•*.)  When  the  proceeds  of  the  estate  are  not  sufficient  for  tin;  pay- 
ment of  any  costs  necessarily  incurred  by  the  Official  lleceiver  (in 
excess  of  the  deposit)  l)etween  the  niakino;  of  a  receivinj^  order  and 
the  conclusion  of  the  first  meetini;-  of  creditors,  the  Court  may  order 
such  costs  to  be  paid  by  the  party  prosecutin*'-  the  proceedings. 

Proof  of  DEiiXS. 

231.  The  Official  Receiver  shall  in  no  case  be  personally  liable  for 
costs  in  relation  to  an  appeal  from  his  decision  rejecting  any  proof, 
wholly  or  in  part. 

Administration  of  Estate  of  Person  dying  Insolvent. 

278.- When  an  administration  order  under  section  12.")  of  the  Act 
has  been  made  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executor  or  legal  personal 
representative  of  the  deceased  debtor  to  lodge  with  the  Official 
Receiver  forthwith  (in  duplicate)  an  account  of  the  dealings  with, 
and  administration  of  (if  any),  the  deceased's  estate  by  such  executor 
or  legal  personal  representative,  and  such  executor  or  legal  personal 
representative  shall  also  furnish  forthwith  in  duplicate  a  list  of  the 
creditors,  and  a  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities,  and  such  other 
particulars  of  the  affairs  of  the  deceased  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Official  Receiver.  Every  account,  list,  and  statement  to  be  made 
under  this  Rule  shall  be  made  and  verified  as  nearly  as  may  be  in 
accordance  with  the  practice  for  the  time  being  of  the  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court. 

The  expense  of  preparing,  making,  verifying,  and  lodging  any 
account,  list,  and  statement  under  this  Rule  shall,  after  being  taxed,  be 
allowed  out  of  the  estate,  upon  production  of  the  necessary  allocatur. 

Accounts  and  Audit. 

295.  Where  property  forming  part  of  a  debtor's  estate  is  sold  by

I.  COSTS   OF   APPEALS    TO   THE    HOUSE    OF 

LORDS. 

Tlie  costs  of  all  proceedings  in  appeals  to  the  House  of  Lords  are 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Honse.  The  House  of  Lords  has  "an 
inherent  jurisdiction,  independent  of  statute,  over  the  costs  of  all 
appeals  to  that  House"  (JThe  (1  ucmlians  of  ike  Poor  of  West  Ham 
Union  T.  The  Clmrrhivardem  of  the  Parish  of  St.  J/atfhe/r,  ]U'thnal 
Green,  L.  R.  App.  Cas.  IHilC,  477).  Orders  of  the  House  of  Lords 
as  to  costs  may  be  made  Orders  of  the  Court  of  first  instance, 
in  which  the  action  was  broutjht,  and  execution  issued  thereon 
{British  Dijnamite  Co.  v.  Krebs,  11  C.  D.  448).  An  action 
also  will  lie  on  the  Order  of  the  House,  after  the  amount  of  costs 
has  been  ascertained  by  taxation  by  the  taxincr  officer  of  the  House 
{The  Marhetla  Iron  Ore  Co.  v.  Atten,  47  L.  J.  C.  P.  (ioi). 

The  11th  section  of  the  Appellate  Jurisdiction  Act,  187(;,  enacts 
that,  after  the  commencement  of  that  Act  error  shall  not  lie  to  the 
House  of  Lords,  and  an  appeal  shall  not  lie  from  any  of  the  Courts, 
except  in  manner  provided  by  that  Act,  and  subject  to  such 
conditions  as  to  the  value  of  the  subject-matter  in  dispute,  and 
as  to  giving  security  for  costs,  and  as  to  the  time  within  which 
the  appeal  ^shall  be  brought,  and  generally  as  to  all  matters  of 
practice  and  procedure,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  imposed  by  orders 
of  the  House  of  Lords.  The  directions  and  Orders,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  costs,  are  the  following. 


APPEALS  TO  THE  HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

DIRECTIONS    FOR    AGEXTS. 
(As  TO  Costs.) 

5.  Security  for  costs  is  given  by  recognizance  to  the  amount  of 
£500,  and  a  bond  for  £2(m».  In  lieu  of  the  bond,  payment  must 
be  made  of  £:^0<>  into  the  fee  fund  of  the  House  of  Lords  within 
one  week  after  the  presentation  of  the  appeal  to  the  Ilouse.  (All 
drafts  and  cheques  to  be  made  payable  to  "  House  of  Lords  Fee 
Fund,"  and  to  be  crossed  "  Bank  of  England,  Western  Branch.") 

IC.  Petitions  for  leave  to  sue  in  formd  pauperis  must  be  lodged 
for  presentation  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  the  presentation 
of  the  petition  of  appeal  to  the  House  :  in  default,  the  appeal  will 
stand  dismissed  under  Standing  Order  No.  IV.  (Forms  of  pauper 
petitions,  and  of  affidavits  and  certificates  of  poverty  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Judicial  Department.) 
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In  pursuance  of  the  "Appeals  (Forma  Pauperis)  Act,  1893," 
appellants  praying  for  leave  to  sue  in  forma  pavperis  are  required 
to  establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Appeal  Committee  ajj^'imd 
facie  case  for  the  appeal ;  they  are  also  required  to  lodge  in  the 
Judicial  Department,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  presentation 
of  the  petition,  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Courts  below, 
together  with  references  to  the  reports,  if  any,  of  the  cause  in  the 
Courts  below. 

'IX.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  appellant,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible 
after  the  presentation  of  the  appeal,  to  furnish  to  the  respondent 
a  list  of  the  proposed  documents,  and  in  due  course  a  proof  copy  of 
the  appendix.  The  proof  is  to  be  examined  with  the  original  docu- 
ments by  the  respective  solicitors  of  the  parties.  (Ten  copies  of  the 
appendix,  as  soon  as  printed,  to  be  delivered  to  the  solicitor  of 
the  respondent.)  The  respondent  is  allowed  to  print  any  additional 
documents,  used  in  evidence  in  the  Court  below,  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  support  of  his  case  on  the  argument  of  the  appeal, 
such  documents  to  be  paged  consecutively  with  the  appendix,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  eventually  bound  up  with  the  appendix, 
and  form  one  document  for  the  use  of  the  House  on  the  hearing  of 
the  appeal.  (The  proof  to  be  examined,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  respec- 
tive solicitors,  and  prints  delivered  to  the  solicitor  of  the  appellant). 
►Shorthand  notes  of  arguments  in  the  Courts  below  must  not  be 
printed  by  either  party. 

25.  The  costs  incurred  in  printing  the  appendix  will,  in  the  first 
instance,  be  borne  by  the  appellant,  and  the  costs  of  the  additional 
documents  by  the  respondent;  but  these  costs  will  ultimately  be 
subject  to  the  decision  of  the  House  with  regard  to  the  costs  of  the 
appeal. 

•41.  In  all  cases  where  the  appellant  has  paid  in  the  sum  of  £20(> 
as  directed  by  Standing  Order  Xo.  IV.,  and  where  the  House  shall 
make  any  order  for  payment  of  costs  by  the  appellant  to  the 
respondent,  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk  assistant  shall 
pay  over  to  the  respondent  or  his  agent  the  said  sum  of  £200,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  will  liquidate  the  amount  reported  to  the  clerk 
of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk  assistant  by  the  taxing  officer,  as  being 
due  from  the  appellant  to  the  respondent  in  respect  to  the  appeal. 
And  in  all  cases  where  the  amount  so  reported  by  the  taxing  officer 
shall  exceed  £2(tU,  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk  assistant 
shall  in  his  certificate  credit  the  appellant  with  the  £200  so  paid 
ovei"  to  the  respondent.  And  where  there  shall  be  two  or  more 
respondents  entitled  to  their  separate  costs,  the  said  £200  shall  be 
divided  between  the  respondents  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  costs 
reported  by  the  taxing  officer  to  be  due  to  each  respondent.  And 
where,  after  satisfying  the  Order  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  any 
sum  remaining,  part  of  the  said  £200,  the  same  shall  be  paid  back 
to  the  appellant  or  his  agent  upon  a  proper  receipt  for  the  same 
being  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk  assistant. 

42.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  appellant  is  not  ordered  to  pay 
the  costs  of  the  appeal,  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk  assist- 
ant shall,  on  receiving  a  proper  receipt  for  the  same,  pay  back  to  the 
appellant  or  his  agent  the  said  sum  of  £200. 

4o.  In  cases  in  which  an  appeal  is  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecu- 
tion, the  appellant  shall  be  at  liberty  to  serve  a  notice  of  such  dismissal 
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according  to  the  form  set  forth  iu  Appendix  D.  upon  the  agent  of  the 
respondents  (such  service  to  be  veritied,  if  necessary,  by  affidavit),  and 
unless  the  respondent  shall,  within  four  weeks  from  the  date  of  such 
service,  if  the  House  be  sitting  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  four  weeks, 
or,  if  not,  then  not  later  than  the  third  sitting  day  of  the  next  ensuing 
sittings  of  the  House,  lodge  in  the  office  of  the  taxing  officer  uf  the 
House  a  copy  of  his  bill  of  costs,  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk 
assistant  sluill,  upon  a  proi)er  receipt  for  the  same  being  given,  repay 
to  the  appellant  or  his  agent  the  said  sum  of  £2()ii.  In  the  event  of  the 
respondent  so  lodf^nng  liis  bill  of  costs  as  aforesaid,  the  taxing  officer 
may  if  the  sum  demanded  by  the  respondent  be  less  than  £200,  tax 
the  same,  and  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  or  clerk  assistant  shall  pay 
over  to  tiie  respondent  or  liis  agent  so  much  of  the  said  sum  of  £200 
as  will  liquidate  the  amount  reported  to  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments 
or  clerk  assistant  as  being  due  from  the  appellant  to  the  respondent 
in  respect  of  the  appeal,  and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  said  sum  of 
£200  shall  be  paid  back  to  the  appellant  or  his  agent  upon  a  proper 
receipt  for  the  same  being  given  to  tlie  clerk  of  the  J'arliaments 
or  clerk  assistant.

agent  of  the  respondent  : 

Ordered,  that,  in  the  event  of  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  requir- 
ing a  justification  of  the  sureties,  or  substitute,  the  appellant's  agent 
shall,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  an  otiicial  notice  to  him  to 
that  effect,  lodge  in  the  I'arliament  oflicc  an  affidavit  or  affidavits  by 
the  proposed  sureties,  or  substitute,  setting  forth  specifically  the  nature 
of  the  property  in  consideration  of  which  they  claim  to  be  accei)ted 
as  sureties  in  respect  of  the  bond,  or  as  substitute  in  respect  of  the 
recognizance,  and  also  declaring  that  the  property  in  question  is 
unincumbered  :  Ordered,  that,  in  the  event  of  such  sureties  not  being 
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deemed  satisfactory  by  tlie  clerk  of  the  Parliaments,  the  appellant  or 
apix41ants  shall,  within  four  weeks  from  the  date  of  an  official  notice 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  to  that  effect,  pay  in  to  the  account 
of  the  fee  fund  of  the  House  of  Lords  the  sum  of  £2o0,  to  be  subject 
to  the  Order  of  the  House  with  regard  to  the  costs  of  the  appeal  ;  and, 
in  the  event  of  such  substitute  not  being  deemed  satisfactory  by  the 
clerk  of  the  Parliaments,  the  appellant  or  appellants  shall  enter"^  into 
the  usual  recognizance  in  person  : 

Ordered,  that  the  said  bond  and  the  recognizance  (whether  entered 
into  by  the  appellants  or  by  a  substitute)  be  returned  to  the  J*arlia- 
ment  ( )ffice  duly  executed  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  the  issue 
thereof  to  the  solicitor  or  agent  of  the  appellant  or  appellants. 

On  default  by  the  appellant  or  appellants  in  complying  with  the 
above  conditions,  the  appeal  to  stand  dismissed. 

Standing  Order  X. 

Ordered,  that  the  clerk  of  the  Parliaments  shall  appoint  such 
person  as  he  may  think  fit  as  taxing  officer,  and  in  all  cases  in

any  such  Bill,  Provisional  Order,  or  Provisional  Certificate.  Such 
costs  are  taxed  either  under  the  provisions  of  the  12  &  13  Vict.  c.  78, 
and  the  28  &  2t)  Vict.  c.  27,  or  upon  a  requisition  of  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  or  of  a  Government  Depart- 
ment, or  of  any  Court  in  England,  Ireland,  or  Scotland,  or  in  the 
discretion  of  the  taxing  officer  at  the  request  of  the  parties  interested 
in  the  same. 

The  Mode  of  Proceeding. 

When  the  costs  are  to  be  taxed  under  the  provisions  of  12  &  13 
Vict.  c.  78,  a  copy  of  such  costs,  with  an  indorsement  thereon  stating 
that  a  copy  of  such  costs  had  been  duly  served  upon  A.  and  B.,  who 
are  the  parties  liable  to  pay  the  same,  and  requesting  an  appointment 
to  tax,  must  be  deposited  in  the  Taxing  Office  of  the  House  of  Lords, 
and  due  notice  of  an  appointment  to  tax  will  be  sent  from  the  Taxing 
Office  to  each  party. 

AVhen  costs  are  to  be  taxed  under  the  provisions  of  28  &  29  Vict.

OEDER    12.— INTERLOCUTORY   AXD    INTERIM    ORDERS 
AND  PROCEEDINGS. 

Order  12,  Rule  11,  is  hereby  annulled,  and  the  following;  Rule

Taxation  and  Review  of  Taxation. 

l')'P>.  In  every  action  or  matter  in  any  Court  all  costs  shall  be  taxed 
by  the  Registrar  of  such  Court  according  to  the  scales  of  costs  in 
the  Appendix,  subject  to  the  review  of  such  taxation  by  the  Judge 
thereof.

XIX.    COXVEYAXCIXG    COSTS. 


The  Solicitors  Remuneration  Act,  1.S.S1  (sect.  2),  empowered  the 
].orcl  Chancellor,  the  liord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  the  ]\Iaster  of 
the  Rolls,  and  the  president  for  the  time  lieinj?  of  the  Incorporated 
Law  Society,  and  the  president  of  one  of  the  provincial  law  societies, 
to  make  a  General  Order  for  prescribing  and  regulating  the  remunera- 
tion of  solicitors  in  conveyancing  matters,  and  also  in  respect  of  other 
business,  not  being  business  in  any  action,  or  transacted  in  any  Court, 
or  in  the  Chambers  of  any  Judge  or  :\[astcr,  and  not  being  otherwise 
contentious  business.  The  Order  made  under  the  Act  provides  only 
for  the  remuneration  of  solicitors  in  conveyancing  matters.  The 
intention  of  the  statute,  and  of  the  Order,  was  to  increase  the  allow- 
ances to  solicitors  in  conveyancing  matters,  so  as  to  compensate  them 
for  the  reduction  in  the  length  of  conveyancing  instruments  and  other 
documents,  caused  by  the  Conveyancing  Act,  issi .  The  Order  applies 
to  charges  in  conveyancing  matters  which  take  place  in  an  action, 
as  well  as  to  those  out  of  Court.* 

The  principle  on  which  the  remuneration  is  based  is  percentage, 
unless  the  solicitor  before  undertaking  any  business,  by  writing  com- 
municated to  the  client,  elect  that  his  remuneration  shall  be  according 
to  the  system  existing  before  the  Order  came  into  force,  as  altered  by 
Schedule  II.  The  election  for  Schedule  II.  is  too  late  after  any 
business  is  done  by  the  solicitor  which  the  scale  covers  :  Re  Allen, 
U  C.  I).  4:3:-5. 

It  was  held  by  the  Court  of  Appeal  {In  re  JIahon,  C.  D.  IJJD".  (!}, 
noTt)  that  a  case  for  the  opinion  of  counsel  is  a  "  document "  within 
the  meaning  of  Schedule  II.,  and  that  a  solicitor  was  entitled  to  2.v, 
per  folio  for  drawing  it,  if  not  unnecessarily  long  ;  that  an  attendance 
of  a  solicitor  or  his  clerk  for  a  merely  formal  purpose,  such  as  deliver- 
ing papers,  was  not  an  attendance  within  the  meaning  of  the  rule, 
for  which  the  solicitor  was  entitled  to  charge  lo.s.,  and  that  ;>.s.  4d. 
Avas  properly  allowed  by  the  Taxing  Master  for  such  an  attendance. 
The  discretionary  power  to  "  increase  or  diminish  "  the  charges  was 
held  to  apply  to  all  the  items  in  the  schedule. 

Section  .") 'enacts  that— "  Any  General  Order  under  this  Act  may 
authorise  and  regulate  the  taking  by  a  solicitor  from  his  client  of 
security  for  future  remuneration  in  accordance  with  any  such  Order,^ 
to  be  ascertained  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  the  allowance  of 
interest," 

Section  s  enacts— (1.)  "  With  respect  to  any  business  to  which  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act  relate,  whether  any  (ieneral  Order 
under  this  Act  is  in  operation  or  not,  it  shall  be  competent  for  a

A  solicitor  may  acce]it  from  his  client,  and  a  client  may  give  to 
his  solicitor,  security  for  the  amount  to  become  due  to  the  solicitor  for 
business  to  be  transacted  by  him,  and  for  interest  on  such  amount, 
but  so  that  interest  is  not  to  commence  till  the  amount  due  is  ascer- 
tained, either  by  agreement  or  taxation.  A  solicitor  may  charge 
interest  at  four  per  cent,  per  annum  on  his  disbursements  and  costs, 
whether  by  scale  or  otherwise,  from  the  expiration  of  one  month  from 
demand  from  the  client.  And  in  cases  where  the  same  are  payable 
by  an  infant,  or  out  of  a  fund  not  presently  available,  such  demand 
may  be  made  on  the  parent  or  guardian,' or  the  trustee  or  other 
person  liable.

RULES. 

J.  The  comniissioii  for  deducing  title  aud  pcrusino-  and  com- 
pleting conveyance  on  a  sale  by  auction  is  to  be  chargeable  on  each 
lot  of  property,  except  that  where  a  property  held  under  the  same 
title  is  divided  into  lots  for  convenience  of  sale,  and  the  same 
purchaser  buys  several  such  lots  and  takes  one  conveyance,  and  only 
one  abstract  is  delivered,  the  commission  is  to  be  chargeable  upon 
the  aggregate  prices  of  the  lots. 

2.  The  commission  on  an  attempted  sale  by  auction  in  lots  is  to 
be  chargeable  on  the  aggregate  of  the  reserved  prices.  When 
property  oHered  for  sale  by  auction  is  bought  in  and  terms  of  sale 
are  afterwards  negotiated  and  arranged  by  the  solicitor,  he  is  to  be 
entitled  to  charge  commission  according  to  the  above  scales  on  the 
reserved  price  where  the  property  is  not  sold,  and  also  one-half  of  the 
commission  for  negotiating  the  sale.  AVhen  property  is  bought  in 
and  afterwards  offered  by  auction  by  the  same  solicitor,  he  is  only  to 
be  entitled  to  the  scale  for  the  first  attempted  sale,  and  for  each 
subsequent  sale  inefl'ectually  attempted  he  is  to  charge  according  to 
the  present  system,  as  altered  by  Schedule  11,  hereto.  In  case  of  a 
subsequeut  effectual  sale  by  auction,  the  full  commission  for  an 
effectual  sale  is  to  be  chargeable  in  addition,  less  one-half  of  the 
commission  previously  allowed  on  the  first  attempted  sale.  The 
provisions  of  this  Rule  as  to  commission  on  sales  or  attempted  sales 
by  auction  are  to  be  subject  to  Rule  2. 

3.  Where  a  solicitor  is  concerned  for  both  mortgagor  and  mort- 
gagee, he  is  to  be  entitled  to  charge  the  mortgagee's  solicitor's 
charges  and  one-half  of  those  which  would  be  allowed  to  the 
mortgagor's  solicitor  up  to  £r),0()0,  and  on  any  excess  above  £5,000 
one-foui'th  thereof, 

4.  If  a  solicitor  peruses  a  draft  on  behalf  of  several  parties  having 
distinct  interests,  proper  to  be  separately  represented,  he  is  to  be 
entitled  to  charge  £2  additional  for  each  such  party  after  the  first. 

0.  Where  a  party,  other  than  the  vendor  or  mortgagor,  joins  in  a 
conveyance  or  mortgage,  and  is  represented  by  a  separate  solicitor, 
the  charges  of  such  separate  solicitor  are  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
whole  system  as  altered  by  Schedule  II.  hereto. 

6.  Where  a  conveyance  and  mortgage  of  the  same  property  are 
completed  at  the  same  time,  and  are  prepared  by  the  same  solicitor, 
he  is  to  be  entitled  to  charge  only  half  the  above  fees  for  investi- 
gating title,  and  preparing  the  mortgage  deed  up  to  £6,000,  and,  on 
any  excess  above  £r),000,  one-fourth  thereof,  in  addition  to  his  full 
charges  upon  the  purchase-money  and  his  commissions  for  negotiating 
(if  any). 

7.  Fractions  of  £100,  under  £r)0,  are  to  be  reckoned  as  £50. 
Fractions  of  £100,  above  £50,  are  to  be  reckoned  as  £100. 

8.  Where  tlie  prescribed  remuneration  would,  but  ibr  this  pro- 
vision, amount  to  less  than  £5,  the  prescribed  remuneration  shall  be 
£5,  except  on  transactions  under  £  1 0( ),  in  which  cases  the  remuneration 
of  the  solicitor  for  the  vendor,  purchaser,  mortgagor,  or  mortgagee, 
is  to  be  £3. 

y.  Where  a  property  is  sold  subject  to  incumbrances,  the  amount 
of  the  incumbrances  is  to  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  purchase- money, 
except  where  the  mortgagee  purchases,  in  which  case  the  charge  of 
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his   solicitor   shall  be   calculated  upon  the  price   of  the  equity   of 
redemption. 

10.  The  above  scale  as  to  mortgages  is  to  apply  to  transfers  of 
mortgages  where  the  title  is  investigated,  but  not  to  transfers  where 
the  title  was  investigated  by  the  same  solicitor  on  the  original 
mortgage  or  on  any  previous  transfer  ;  and  it  is  not  to  apply  to 
further  charges  where  the  title  has  been  so  previously  investigated. 
As  to  such  transfers  and  further  charges  the  remuneration  is  to  be 
regulated  according  to  the  present  system  as  altered  by  .Schedule  II. 
hereto.  But  the  scale  for  negotiating  the  loan  shall  be.  chargeable  on 
such  transfers  and  further  charges  where  it  is  applicalile. 

I  1.  Tlic  scale  for  conducting  a  sale  by  auction  shall  apply  onlv  in 
cases  where  no  commission  is  paid  by  the  client  to  an  auctioneer. 
The  scale  for  negotiating  shall  apply  to  cases  where  the  solicitor  of  a 
vendor  or  purchaser  arranges  the  sale  or  purchase  and  the  price  and 
terms  and  conditions  thereof,  and  no  commission  is  paid  by  the  client 
to  an  auctioneer,  or  estate  or  other  agent.  As  to  a  mortgagee's 
solicitor  it  shall  only  apply  to  cases  where  he  arranges  and  obtains 
the  loan  from  a  person  for  whom  he  acts.  In  case  of  sales  under 
the  Lands  (^lauses  Consolidation  Act,  or  any  other  private  or  public 
Act  under  which  the  vendor's  charges  are  paid  by  the  purchaser,  the 
scale  shall  not  apply. 

12.  In  cases  wiiere,  under  the  previous  portion  of  this  Schedule,  a 
solicitor  would  be  entitled  to  charge  a  commission  for  negotiating  a 
sale  or  mortgage,  or  for  conducting  a  sale  by  auction,  and  he  shall 
not  charge  such  commission,  then  he  sliall  be  entitled  to  charge  the 
rates  allowed  by  the  first  column  on  all  transactions  up  to  £2,000,  and 
to  charge  in  addition  those  allowed  by  the  second  column  on  all 
amounts  above  £2,000,  and  not  exceeding  £r),ooO,  and  further  to 
charge  those  allowed  by  the  third  column  on  all  amounts  above 
£r),000  and  not  exceeding  £r)0,000,  instead  of  the  rates  allowed  up  to 
the  amounts  mentioned  in  those  columns  respectively.

8,  The  costs  to  be  cluirged  by  solicitors  in,  or  iiuMdental  to,  or 
consequential  on,  the  registration  of  land,  shall  be  regulated  in  the
